Congress  delays

fices both  in  Washington  and  New 
York. 


MOSCOW  (Reuter).  - Soviet  lead- 
er Mikhail  Gorbachev  yesterday 
called  for  renewal  in  the  communist 
movement  and  stressed  that  the  So- 
viet Union  would  no  longer  dictate 
policy  to  its  allies. 

In  a speech  to  a meeting  of  for- 
eign delegates  to  celebrations  mark’ 
mg  the  70th  anniversary  of  the  Bol- 
shevik revolution,  Gorbachev 
criticized  what  he  termed  the  “arro- 
gance of  omniscience.” 

“It  speaks  of  a tenacious  habit  of 
rejecting  other  points  of  view  out  of 
hand,”  he  declared.  “Here  there 
can  be  no  dialogue,  no  productive 
discussion  and,  worst  of  all,  the 
cause  suffers.” 

His  statement  was  in  sharp  con- 


trast to  the  attitude  expressed  by 
previous  Soviet  leaders,  who  have 
sought  absolute  conformity  to 
Kremlin  views  and  policies  from 
their  allies. 

As  Gorbachev  was  speaking,  a 
senior  Soviet  historian  gave  an  indi- 
cation that  a reassessment  was 
planned  of  the  1968  “Prague  spring" 
liberalization  and  the  subsequent 
Soviet  military  invasion  of  Czecho- 
slovakia. 

“I  think  we  need  to  think  over  the 
events  of  1968,”  Georgy  Smimov, 
director  of  the  party's  Marxism-Le- 
ninism Institute,  told  a Moscow 
news  conference,  adding  that  he  was 
reluctant  to  say  more. 

Many  foreign  analysts  have  com- 


pared reforms  in  the  Soviet  Union 
under  Gorbachev  with  those  begun 
in  Czechoslovakia  under  Alexander 
Dubcek. 

In  his  speech,  Gorbachev  said  the 
international  aspect  of  the  current 
Soviet  restructuring  drive  was  essen- 
tial but  it  had  been  neglected  during 
the  “stagnation  period”  under  the 
late  Leonid  Brezhnev. 

“Like  much  else  in  the  modem 
world,  the  communist  movement 
needs  renewal  and  qualitative 
changes,”  he  said. 

“But  parallel  activity  in  the  re- 
spective countries  alone  is  not 
enough,”  he  said.  “What  is  needed, 
if  I may  put  it  so,  is  a more  sophisti- 
cated culture  of  relations  among 


progressive  forces... to  accumulate 
□II  the  diversity  of  experience." 

At  the  same  time,  Gorbachev 
stressed  that  the  Soviet  Communist 
puny  had  no  intention  of  abandon- 
ing socialist  values.  As  far  as  the 
West  was  concerned.  Gorbachev 
said  the  party  did  not  expect  or  need 
admiration  but  a realization  that 
“we  are  all  in  the  same  boat  and  we 
must  behave  ourselves  to  prevent  it 
capsizing." 

He  said  the  exacerbation  of  world 
problems  brought  out  new  elements 
of  peaceful  coexistence,  “requiring 
that  political  movements  re-exam- 
ine and  reconsider  their  tasks  and 
overcome  prevailing  ideological 
schemes  and  stereotypes.”

Negotiations  fail 
to  end  IB  A strike 


NICOSIA  (Reuter).  - Iran  de- 
clared a week  of  mobilization  to  face 
U.S.  forces  in  the  Gulf  yesterday,  as 
millions  shouted  “death  to  Ameri- 
ca” in  anti-U.S.  rallies  across  the 
country. 

Teheran  Radio,  monitored  here, 
said  several  million  people  demon- 
strating in  the  capital  shouted, 
“death  to  America”,  “the  Persian 
Gulf:  Reagan’s  burial  ground",  and 
“war,  war  till  victory.” 

Addressing  the  rally  in  Teheran's 
Azadi  square,  parliamentary  speak- 
er Ali  Akbar  Hashemi  Rafsanjani 
condemned  the  U.S.  naval  presence 
in  the  Gulf  and  Washington's  policy 
of  economic  embargo  and  military 
pressure. 


He  declared.  “A  week  of  prepara- 
tion for  confronting  America  in  the 
Persian  Gulf  will  start  tomorrow, 
and  the  parliament,  government, 
news  media,  the  armed  forces  and 
all  capabilities  should  be  mobilized 
in  this  week  to  let  the  American 
leaders  know  that  they  have  made  a 
big  mistake.”  He  gave  no  details  of 
the  mobilization  programme. 

But  Ra&anjani  did  not  repeat  Ira- 
nian threats  of  military  action 
against  the  U.S.  and  said:  “We 
should  be  ready  to  give  the  principal 
response  to  America's  adventurism 
in  the  warironts  against  Iraq  be- 
cause (Iraqi  president)  Saddam 
Hussein  is  an  agent  of  America.” 

Iran  has  recently  shown  signs  of 


impatience  with  UN  efforts  to  end 
. the  Iran-Iraq  war,  and  Teheran  Ra- 
’ dio  said  on  Tuesday  that  it  might 
resort  to  military  operations  to  force 
its  demands. 

Rafsanjani  said  the  Americans 
lacked  a well-defined  policy  towards 
the  Gulf  and  said  the  U.S.  build-up 
in  the  Gulf  region  — now  numbering 
about  20,000  men  on  some  30  ves- 
sels - had  no  logical  basis  and  had 
destroyed,  rather  than  promoted  se- 
curity in  the  area. 

The  rallies  marked  the  eighth  an- 
niversary of  the  seizure  of  the  U.S. 
embassy  in  Teheran  by  militant 
Moslem  students  who  held  52 
Americans  hostage  for  444  days. 

In  other  developments,  Iraq  said 


its  warplanes  yesterday  attacked  a 
ship  near  the  Iranian  coast  in  the 
northern  Gulf,  launched  destructive 
raids  on  two  oil  production  units  at 
Baznan  oil  fields,  and  also  bombed  a 
television  transmission  station  at 
Tahiti,  in  southwest  Iran. 

Kuwait  has  started  installing’anti- 
missiie  reflectors  to  protect  its  oil 
installations,  target  of  three  missile 
attacks  last  month.  Defence  Minis- 
ter Sheikh  Salem  al-Sabah  said  yes- 
terday. He  told  Al-Watan  newspa- 
per in  an  interview  that  the  emirate 
had  found  and  detonated  a floating 
mine  in  the  Gulf  this  week.

‘I  may  quit  circuit’

Amos  Mansdorf  yesterday  made  quick  work  of  Frenchman  Thierry 
Champion  to  go  through  to  the  quarter-finals  of  the  valuable  $840,000 
Paris  Open,  ami  then  dropped  a bombshell  — he  is  considering  quitting  the 
professional  tennis  circuit.  The  Israeli  No.  1 told  reporters  that  be  is 
unhappy  with  the  lonely  life  of  a tooring  tennis  professional  and  is 
considering  quitting  playing  the  circuit  to  go  to  university. 

“The  circuit  isn't  fun  any  more,”  said  the  22-year-old  Mansdorf  alter 
handmg  Champion  a convincing  6-2,  6-3  defeat  to  move  into  a match-up 
with  sixth-seeded  American  Tim  Mayotte  in  Paris  yesterday. 

“Sometimes  you  wake  op  and  wonder  how  long  you  can  go  on  like 
thSs,”  he  said.  “Sometimes  yon  feel  you  want  to  lead  a normal  life,  doing 
things  with  your  family. 

“The  circuit  is  changing.  Very  few  players  socialize,'*  Mansdorf  said. 
“I  travel  with  a coach  and  when  we  go  out  to  dinner  there  might  jus!  be 
three  of  us.  We  don’t  go  to  the  bar  with  a bunch  of  guys.  It  just  doesn’t 
happen  any  more.  It  is  easier  for  the  top  players  because  they  can  bring 
whoever  they  like  with  them. 

“Players  don’t  appreciate  what  they  are  getting.  I think  it  is  pretty 
sad.” 

Mansdorf  has  made  a meteoric  rise  in  world  tennis,  especially  over  the 
past  couple  of  months  when  he  has  jumped  into  the  world’s  top  20  after 
winning  the  Ramat  Hasharon  Grand  Prix  and  notched  victories  against 
Jimmy  Connors  and  Brad  Gilbert. 

“Amos  is  a rather  moody  person  and  is  apt  to  make  outrageous 
statements  like  this  when  be  is  lonely,'*  his  long-time  coach  Shlomo  Zoref 
said  last  night.  “But  I don't  believe  for  a minute  that  be  has  any  serious 
intention  of  retiring  from  the  circuit  in  the  near  future,  particularly  now 
when  he.is  having  by  far  the  most  successful  period  of  his  career  on  the 
Grand  Prix  circuit. 

“Amos  will  probably  wake  up  tomorrow  morning  and  feel  completely 
different  about  everything,  foil  of  motivation  and  enthusiasm  and  very 
optimistic,”  Zoref  said.

SLA  soldier  killed,  seven 
hurt  in  Hizbullah  attack

KIRYAT  SKmONA.  - A Katyu- 
sha rocket  exploded  in  Upper  Gali- 
lee yesterday  morning,  several 
hours  after  a concerted  attack  by 
Hizbullah  gunmen  on  a South  Leba- 
nese Army  stronghold  inside  the  se- 
curity zone  in  South  Lebanon. 

Nobody  was  hurt  and  no  damage 
was  done  by  the  rocket  blast.  Other 
Katyushas,  fired  at  the  same  time, 
landed  inside  the  security  zone  with- 
out causing  casualties  or  damage. 
The  rocket  attack  was  the  second 
near  the  Israeli  border  in  the  past  24 
hours. 

One  SLA  soldier  was  killed  and 
seven  others  were  wounded  during 
the  three-hour  gun  battle  in  and 
around  the  stronghold,  south  of  the 
village  of  Barashit. 

The  attack  was  launched  at 


around  2.30  a.m.  under  cover  of  a 
mortar  bombardment  from  Hizbul- 
lah positions  north  of  the  perimeter 
of  the  zone.  The  terrorists  also  di- 
rected heavy  fire  at  two  nearby  SLA 
outposts,  apparently  as  a diversion- 
ary tactic. 

Three  SLA  soldiers  suffered 
slight  shrapnel  wounds  in  the  mortar 
barrage.  At  the  same  time,  scores  of 
Hizbullah  gunmen,  armed  with 
RPGs,  rifles  and  grenades  stormed 
the  SLA  outpost  singled  out  for  the 
main  attack. 

In  the  fighting  around  and  later 
inside  the  position,  one  SLA  soldier 
was  killed  and  four  others  were 
wounded. 

The  Hizbullah  issued  a statement 
in  Beirut  saying  180  of  its  members 
had  taken  part  in  the  assault.  The 
statement  said  they  managed  to

George  Bush. 

Armitage.  who  heads  the  unit 
handling  international  security  af- 
fairs. wound  up  his  two  day  visit  to 
Israel  saying  he  believed  he  had  set 
the  stage  for  the  next  round  of  stra- 
tegic discussions  - the  Joint  Security 
Assistance  Planning  talks  - sched- 
uled to  take  place  in  Washington 
from  November  17  to  19.

a “civilized  Western  country.” 

. Only  after  consultations  in  cham- 
bers did  the  witness  agree  to  contin- 
ue to  submit  to  further  cross-exami- 
nation. 

The  session  opened  with  defence 
counsel  John  Gill  saving  that  “the 
court  is  particularly  biased  and  prej- 
udiced against  our  witness.  The  wit- 
ness can't  take  attacks  on  himself 
add  his  family.” 

i Gfll,.  speaking  with  increasing 
heat,  charged  that' the  court  allowed 
the  prosecutor  to  attack  the  witness 
personally.  Expert  witnesses  for  the 
prosecution  had  been  questioned  on 
tbirir  expertise,  no!  on  their  political 
views,  he  said/. 

"You  are  misinterpreting  our  de- 
cisions,*’ said  court  president  Dov 
Levin.  ,“If  there  is  an  appeal,  you 
can  have  your  say  then.  There  is  no 
ba&'fof  any  claim  of  discrimination 
between  witnesses.  You  can  always 

object  to.a  question  you  don't  like. ”

al background.” 

Said  Levin:“What  you  are  doing 
is  not  acceptable  in  Israel.  In  cross- 
examination  the  opposing  side  can 
only  enter  objections  on  specific 
points.  You  can’t  dictate  to  the 
court  how  to  conduct  the  trial. 

“I  regret  your  attitude  very  much 
and  I don’t  know  how  you  came  to 
make  this  declaration  - I’m  con- 
vinced you  don’t  believe  in  it  your- 
self. I also  want  to  see  order  be- 
tween lawyers  - tell  us  if  you  have 
decided  to  split  your  roles.  You 
can’t  both  handle  proceedings  at  the 
same  time.” 

Levin  added:  “One  more  thing. 
We  think  that  we  are  treating  this 
witness  extremely  well.  There  was 
no  reason  whatsoever  for  his  attack 
and  the  tone  it  was  delivered  in.  We 
regret  this  deeply.  During  cross-ex- 
amination yesterday  you  [defence 
lawyers]  made  only  one  or  two 
objections.” 

Blatman  then  started  to  ask  a 
question  about  World  War  II,  but 
Tolstoy  interrupted  him:‘Tn  the  ab- 
sence of  assurances  of  fair  play.  I 
can’t  participate  further."

Mapam's  Chaike  Grossman  also 
attacked  what  she  said  was  the  re- 
port's coverup  of  the  political  eche- 
lon's failures.  She  cited  Italian  writ- 
er Primo  Levi,  who  had  said  of  the 
Germans  during  World  War  11: 
“Those  who  knew  claimed  that  they 
had  not  seen;  those  who  saw,  said 
they  did  not  understand;  those  who 
understood  did  not  believe;  and 
those  who  believed  told  no  one.” 

The  report,  she  said,  gave  a full 
description  of  British  methods  of 
dealing  with  tenor  in  Northern  Ire- 
land, but  remained  silent  on  Israeli 
methods.  Nothing  less  than  absolute 
frankness  would  root  out  the  evil, 
Grossman  said.  The  total  sealing-off 
of  the  investigative  department  of 
the  Shin  Bet  must  be  ended,  and  a 
parliamentary  body  must  be  set  up 
to  oversee  its  activities.

Herut’s  Amirav:  I’ll  put  party

If  Henit  central  committee  mem- 
ber Moshe  Amirav  has  his  way.  the 
party  will  be  put  on  trial  next  week  — 
in  its  own  supreme  court  — for  offer- 
ing neither  a peace  plan  nor  a realis- 
tic solution  to  the  demographic 
problems  posed  by  continued 

occupation. 

Amirav,  who  recently  shook  up 
the  party  by  meeting  with  Palestin- 
ians identified  with  the  PLO.  has 
been  summoned  to  the  party's  court 
in  Tel  Aviv  next  Thursday  to  re- 
spond to  a petition  filed  by  central 
committee  member  Dr.  Natan 
Kagan.  - 


Kagan  contends  that  Amirav 
should  be  expelled  from  the  party, 
not  because  he  met  with  PLO  repre- 
sentatives in  August,  but  because 
the  political  opinions  he  expressed 
afterwards  mean  relinquishing  parts 
of  the  “Greater  Land  Of  Israel.” 
which  in  Kagan’s  view  includes  part 
of  Jordan. 

Amirav  told  The  Jerusalem  Post 
last  night  that  if  somebody  wants  a 
trial  of  ideologies,  that’s  exactly 
what  it  will  get:  a trial  of  the  party's 
current  unwillingness  to  discuss 
ideological  differences  and  come  to 
grips  with  the  tough  issues  posed  by 
continued  Israeli  control  of  the  West 


Bank  and  Gaza  Strip. 

“TTie  Likud  only  says  no  to  an 
international  peace  conference," 
Amirav  said  last  night.  “To  what 
does  it  say  yes?  Nothing. 

He  plans  to  call  in  party  members 
as  witnesses  that  his  views  are  not 
contrary  to  what  Herat  stands  for. 
He  also  plans  to  dispute  Prime  Min- 
ister Shamir's  views  that  peace  can 
best  be  achieved  through  contacts 
with  King  Hussein,  and  that  people 
should  be  optimistic  that  a new  wave 
of  Jewish  immigration  will  set  right 
the  demographic  imbalance  be- 
tween Arabs  and  Jews  that  contin- 
ued occupation  portends.

Herzog,  in  Denmark, 
warns  against  too  much 
optimism  on  Soviet  Jews

COPENHAGEN.-  President  Her- 
zog yesterday  cautioned  against  ex- 
cessive optimism  that  the  Soviet 
Union  has  adopted  a major  change 
in  its  policy  towards  Soviet  Jewry. 

Speaking  at  a news  conference. 
Herzog  said  a “real  litmus  test”  of 
Soviet  intentions  would  be  whether 
Moscow  allowed  Jews  to  practise 
their  religion  and  move  freely  within 
the  Soviet  Union,  or  go  to  Israel  if 
they  wished. 

Speaking  later  to  Israeli  report- 
ers, the  president  said  “nothing  has 
happened  beyond  what  had  been 
agreed  to  18  months  ago,  namely 
that  little  by  little  the  refuseniks 
would  be  allowed  out.” 

At  the  news  conference  Herzog 
refused  to  respond  to  persistent 
questioning  about  Norwegian  re- 
quests to  inspect  Israeli  use  of  heavy 
water  from  Norway,  which  the  Nor- 
wegians suspect  was  used  to  manu- 
facture nuclear  weapons. 


The  president  said  he  was  not 
“up-to-date”  on  this  issue  and  reit- 
erated Israel’s  oft-stated  public  posi- 
tion that  it  would  not  be  the  first 
country  to  introduce  nuclear  weap- 
ons into  the  region. 

Herzog,  on  the  first  state  visit  to 
Scandinavia  by  an  Israeli  president, 
had  lunch  with  Prime  Minister  Poul 
Shlueter,  and  visited  the  Folketing. 
the  Danish  parliament,  and  Copen- 
hagen's elegant  synagogue. 

He  was  received  by  Copenhagen’s 
mayor  and  city  council  at  City  Hall, 
where  he  was  joined  by  Queen  Mar- 
grethe  T1  and  other  members  of  the 
royal  family. 

Outside  City  Hall  four  demon- 
strators from  the  small,  leftist  Social 
Peoples  Party  unfolded  banners 
bearing  the  Danish  word  for  torture. 
After  shouting  “No  to  torture”  a 
few  times,  the  four  folded  the  ban- 
ners and  left.

American  film  crew  stoned,  taunted  at  refugee  camp

JERICHO.—  An  American  film  crew  shooting  in 
the  Aqaba  1 Jabber  refugee  camp  outside  Jericho 
has  been  subjected  to  stone  throwing  and  taunting 
by  residents. 

Riding  the  Edge , an  adventure  film  directed  by 
James  Fargo  (77ie  Enforcer ),  is  set  in  an  unnamed 
North  African  country  and  tells  the  story  of  a 
young  man  trying  to  locate  his  kidnapped  father. 
Shooting  has  already  been  completed  in  Acre, 


Jaffa  and  Haifa  and  wfl]  continue  in  Eilat  and  the 
Dead  Sea  next  week. 

“It  was  impossible  to  trace  who  was  throwing 
the  stones  or  to  do  anything  to  stop  them,”  said 
the  film’s  producer.  Wolf  Schmidt.  Local  shop- 
owners  protested  against  the  filming,  despite  the 
fact  that  they  were  being  paid.  “We  kept  our 
people  out  of  their  range  and  just  didn’t  react. 
One  of  the  men  who  stood  in  front  of  the  cameras 
chanted  ’America,  no.’” 

According  to  actor  Raphael  Sbarge,  six  army 


tracks  arrived  at  the  camp  after  the  stone-throw- 
ing incident.  Yesterday,  “a  big  rock,  the  size  of  a 
grapefruit,  just  missed  a crew  member.”  A fight 
broke  out  yesterday  dose  to  the  set  between  an 
Arab  and  an  Israeli  soldier. 

“There  are  obviously  a lot  of  undercurrents 
here  that  we  don’t  understand,”  said  Schmidt, 
“but  I can't  figure  out  why  we  are  encountering 
problems  when  we  are  only  making  a movie  here 
and  paying  them  to  do  so.  Maybe  this  camp  is  an 
outpost  for  the  Teamsters.” 


Tat-Aluf  Sneh:  Idea 


of  an  enlightened 
occupation  --  nonsense

TEL  AVTV.—  The  former  head  of 
the  civil  administration  in  the  West 
Bank,  Tat  Aiuf  Efraim  Sneh,  docs 
not  believe  that  there  is  such  a thing 
as  an  “enlightened  occupation. 

In  an  interview  published  in  the 
EDFs  weekly,  Bamahane,  Sneh  said 
the  idea  of  an  enlightened  occupa- 
tion is  “ kishkush, “ nonsense. 

Sneh,  who  is  about  to  quit  the 
IDF.  declined  to  discuss  the  reasons- 
he  stepped  down,  though  he  did  not 
deny  be  differed  with  some  of  De- 
fence Minister  Rabin’s  policies. 

Discussing  developments  in  the 
West  Bank  be  said  many  Israelis  foil 
to  realize  that  an  educated,  intelli- 
gent Western -oriented  elite  has 
emerged  among  the  Palestinians 
over  the  past  20  years.  “To  a great 
extent  they  are  very  realistic.” 

They  envy  the  advantages  of  Is- 
raeli democracy,  Sneh  said,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  they  occupy  a lead- 
ing position  in  Arab  society.  How- 


ever. “they  lack  the  courage  to  say 
in  public  what  they  say  behind 
dosed  doors.” 

They  are  careful  not  to  threaten 
the  PLO's  leadership.  Even  mayors 
insist  that  they  are  dealing  with  mu- 
nicipal affairs  only  and  do  not  re- 
gard themselves  as  an  alternative 
Palestinian  leadership,  he  said. 

Yet  there  is  greater  readiness  to 
criticize  the  PLO  “and  3 certain  de- 
cline in  the  public’s  readiness  to  live 
under  the  shadow  of  terrorism  (di- 
rected against  Palestinians  who  do 
not  toe  the  Kne).  They  themselves 
call  it  “ideological  terrorism.”  he 
said. 

Asked  how  the  intelligentsia  re- 
ads to  the  murder  of  Jewish  women, 
children  and  soldiers.  Sneb  said  that 
privately  most  condemn  terror,  but 
in  public  they  will  condemn  only  the 
most  vicious  attacks,  such  as  the 
murder  of  eight-year-  old  Rami 
Hava  of  Eilon  Moreh. 


Strike  hits  Arab  towns’ 
nunicipal  services  in 
protest  against  budgets

KAFR  YASEF.  - Arab  local  coun- 
cils throughout  the  country  began  a 
two-day  strike  yesterday  in  protest 
against  the  “grave  financial  plight” 
of  the  local  authorities,  many  of 
which  have  not  paid  their  employ- 
ees' salaries  since  September. 

Municipal  services  of  all  the  48 
Arab  towns  and  villages  within  the 
Green  Line  were  shut  down,  with 
the  exception  of  garbage  collection. 

Council  heads  said  the  strike  was 
the  beginning  of  a campaign  to  press 
the  government  to  honour  pledges 
on  increased  municipal  budgets,  im- 
proved education  facilities  aud 
bousing  development. 

“We  had  expected  the  govern- 
ment to  at  least  tackle  some  of  these 
outstanding  problems  following  the 
’Day  of  Equality’  general  strike  in 
June.  Instead  all  we  have  been  given 
are  more  empty  promises.”  de- 
clared Kafr  Yasif  load  council  chair- 
man Nimr  Murkoss. 

Arab  leaders  claim  they  need  NIS 
50  million  to  cover  deficits  accumu- 


lated, through  no  fault  of  their  own, 
over  the  past  few  years. 

They  laid  the  blame  on  the  gov- 
ernment’s “discriminatory  policies” 
which  resulted  in  Arab  councils  re- 
ceiving only  a quarter  of  the  budgets 
given  to  similar-sized  Jewish  local 
authorities. 

Murkos,  a member  of  the  national 
committee  of  the  Arab  local  coun- 
cils secretariat,  also  refuted  Interior 
Ministry  allegations  that  the  Arab 
councils  bad  been  lax  in  collecting 
rates  and  other  taxes. 

“If  we  had  not  done  the  maximum 
to  generate  income,  .the  councils 
would  have  closed  months  ago.  As  it 
is,  we  don't  have  enough  money  to 
continue  operating.”  he  said. 

“The  Interior  Ministry  is  propos- 
ing to  tackle  the  problems  of  10  or 
12  of  the  worst-bit  councils,  and 
then  another  five  or  six  and  so  on. 
But  that’s  no  solution.  ” he  said. 

The  national  committee  of  Arab 
local  councils  is  to  meet  in  Shfaram 
today  to  consider  its  next  moves, 
which  could  include  calling  a general 
strike  of  the  Israeli  Arab  sector. 


Texic  waste  injuries 
get  Knesset’s  attention

BEERSHEBA--  Official  pressure 
on  the  Makhteshim  chemical  con- 
cern here  to  tighten  toxic  waste  con- 
trols gathered  momentum  yester- 
day, as  recent  cases  of  leak-related 
injuries  reached  the  Knesset  floor 
for  discussion. 

In  a reference  to  the  five  Beershe- 
ba  firefighters  hospitalized  last  week 
as  a result  of  an  apparent  toxic  gas 
leak  at  the  Makhteshim  plant.  MK 
Nava  Arad  (Alignment)  quoted  the 
commander  of  the  fire  departments 
in  the  south  as  warning:  “We  are  not 
adequately  prepared  for  major  inci- 
dents of  chemical  poisoning.  If  the 
recent  poisoning  had  been  on  a larg- 
er scale,  the  outcome  would  have 
been  catastrophic.” 

Arad  disclosed  that  on  the  day  the 
firefighters  were  injured,  an  em- 
ployee of  the  Makhteshim  plant  was 
treated  at  Soroka  Hospital  after  “an 
explosion  of  hydrogen”  at  the 
factory. 

Arad  also  demanded  that  the 
Health  Ministry  install  inspection 
meters  at  toxic  gas  production  sites 
ro  provide  early  warning  of  leaks.  In 
response,  the  ministry's  southern 
district  chief  engineer  indicated  that 
such  a device  would  be  installed  at 
Makhteshim. 

Chemical  wastes  the  colour  of  un- 
healthy urine  yesterday  continued 
to  spew  from  a solitary  pipe  in  Nahal 
Beersheba,  a scant  few  kilometres 
from  Neve  Noy,  this  city’s  nearest 
residential  area.  Makhteshim  . 
which  stands  on  Beersheba’s  edge, 
built  the  pipe  as  the  first  part  of  a 
three-stage  plan  to  transfer  its  toxic 
wastes  to  the  storage  site  in  the  Ra- 
ma: Hovav  industrial  park  some  12 
kilometres  away. 

But  on  Tuesday,  the  District  Plan- 
ning and  Building  Committee  rec- 
ommended the  plant's  shutdown  for 
failing  to  comply  with  government 
toxic  waste  regulations:  the  second 
stage  of  the  plan,  which  was  an- 
nounced last  year,  has  never  been 
completed.  And  a month  ago.  ac- 


cording to  an  Interior  Ministry  offi- 
cial. the  Makhteshim  management 
said  it  would  not  continue  with  the 
pipeline  because  doubts  remain  as 
to  its  feasibility:  the  costly  third 
stage  involved  the  planting  of  a 
150,000-tree  forest,  which  would  be 
irrigated  by  sucking  up  the  waste 
water. 

Some  observers  see  this  reneging 
as  a strategy  to  stall  for  time  in  the 
plant’s  fight  against  pressure  from 
the  Health  and  Interior  Ministries 
and  the  public  to  find  a safe  way  of 
dealing  with  the  toxic  wastes  it  pro- 
duces instead  of  dumping  them  in 
Nahal  Beersheba.  which  it  has  done 
as  a matter  of  course  for  years. 

If  the  thousands  of  saplings  that 
stand  ready  in  a nursery  are  not 
planted  by  late  February  or  early 
March,  it  will  be  another  year  be- 
fore they  can  be  planted  - and  this 
would  mean  another  year  of  Makh- 
teshim continuing  its  polluting  activ- 
ities. 

Next  week,  Arad  will  table  an 
urgent  Knesset  motion  on  a range  of 
ground-pollution  issues  involving 
Makhteshim,  including  the  plant's 
failure  to  build  the  promised  cbemi- 
cal-waste  pipeline  to  the  toxic-stor- 
age site  at  Ramat  Hovav. 

The  recommendation  to  close 
down  the  Makhteshim  plant  has 
aroused  controversy,  principally  be- 
cause 1’500  job-holders  would  be 
directly  affected.  The  final  decision 
on  shutting  down  the  plant  rests 
with  the  Beersheba  mayor’s  office 
and  with  the  Health  Ministry's  dis- 
trict health  officer. 

While  Health  Ministry  officials 
would  say  only  that  they  are  study- 
ing the  matter,  sources  close  to 
Beersheba  Mayor  Shmuel  Zilber- 
man  indicated  yesterday  that  he  has 
been  given  private  assurances  by 
Makhteshim  that  the  pipeline  will  be 
completed  in  the  near  future. 

Beersheba  residents  have  com- 
plained for  years  of  bad  smells  and 
irritating  substances  in  the  air  and 
water,  and  Makhteshim  has  often 
been  the  target  of  their  complaints.

off  with  weapons  and  radio  sets. 
They  also  claimed  to  have  destroyed 
an  armoured  personnel  carrier  and  a 
jeep  before  retreating  from  the  posi- 
tion. The  statement  added  that 
three  Hizbullah  gunmen  were 
wounded  in  the  assault- 

SLA  troops  later  discovered 
blood  and  drag  marks  on  the 
ground,  indicating  that  the  attackers 
had  suffered  a number  of  casualties. 

It  was  the  first  assault  by  the  Hiz- 
bullah on  an  SLA  position  since 
May.  and  followed  a series  of  suc- 
cessful IDF  and  SLA  operations 
against  members  of  the  Islamic  fun- 


damentalist movement  north  of  the 
security  zone. 

According  to  statements  issued  by 
Hizbullah  spokesmen  to  the  Leba- 
nese media,  the  attack  marked  a 
renewal  of  the  Iranian-backed  orga- 
nization’s struggle  to  “liberate  the 
South.” 

SLA  sources  noted  that  the  Hiz- 
bullah terrorists  passed  three  Irish 
Unifil  positions  in  the  region  to 
mount  their  assault  on  the  strong- 
hold, but  the  international  peace- 
keeping troops  made  no  effort  to 
intervene. 

IDF  sources  noted  that  it  was  not 
the  first  time  that  terrorists  had 
made  use  of  Unifil  positions  as  cover 


spectable  boarding  school,  when  the 
real  cost  of  keeping  a boarder  was 
NIS  1,200  per  month.

Representatives  of  the  Chief  Rab- 
binate confirmed  to  the  Interior 
Committee  that  the  rabbinate  re- 
gards the  staging  of  New  Year  par- 
ties in  hotels  as  grounds  for  with- 
drawing their  kashrut  licence. 

Rabbis  Yehoshua  Poiak  and 
Shmuel  Borenstein  said  that  the  ob- 
servance of  non-Jewish  festivals  is  a 
violation  of  the  Haladia.  and  a vio- 
lation of  the  Halacha  in  general  is  a . 
violation  of  kashrut,  hence  the  stag- 
ing of  New  Year  parties  constitutes 
“general  disobedience  of  Chief 
Rabbinate  instructions,  which  enti- 
tles the  Chief  Rabbinate  to  with- 
draw kashrnL” 

Acting  committee  chairman  Ova- 
dia  Eli  urged  the  hotel  owners  to 
negotiate  with  the  Chief  Rabbinate 
and  reach  a mutually  acceptable 
arrangement.

The  head  of  the  IDF  manpower 
branch.  Aiuf  Matan  Vilna'i,  has 
promised  the  Knesset  State  Control 
Committee  that  it  will  provide  a full 
report  on  IDF  operations  in  which 
unnecessary  casualties  were  caused 
by  infractions  of  discipline. 

Vilna’i  said  that  while  the  IDF  in 
general  is  a disciplined  army,  it  oc- 
casionally has  to  contend  with 
breaches  of  discipline. 

He  stressed,  however,  that  the 
number  of  serious  accidents  during 
training  had  been  drastically  re- 
duced following  the  application  of 
stern  measures. 

He  said  the  campaign  against  road 
accidents  in  the  IDF  was  extremely 
effective.  Six  soldiers  died  last  year 
in  accidents  involving  civilian 
vehicles. 

Each  IDF  unit  must  submit  a 
monthly  report  to  GHQ  on  all  disci- 
plinary offences,  and  commanders 
who  deal  with  a large  number  of 
such  offences  are  summoned  to  the 
chief  of  general  staff,  he  said. 

Ran  Cohen  (Citizens  Rights 
Movement)  asked  Vilna'i  to  help 
fight  Aids  in  the  army  by  making 
sure  that  soldiers  are  inoculated 
only  with  disposable  syringes,  and 
not  with  reusable  syringes  of  the 
“Pedojet”  type,  which  are  used  at 
present. 


Cohen  said  many  parents  of  ser- 
vicemen had  asked  him  to  intervene 
now  that  hospitals  and  clinics  were 
all  using  disposable  syringes  because 
of  the  fear  of  Aids.  Cohen  said  he 
could  not  accept  Vilna'i's  reply  that 
the  changeover  would  only  be  insti- 
tuted in  stages. 

Seat  belts  for  all 

The  chairman  of  the  road  safety 
sub-committee  appealed  to  the 
transport  minister  not  to  exempt 
taxi  drivers  and  policemen  on  duty 
from  using  seat  belts  in  town. 

Uriel  Lynn  (Likud)  wrote  Minis- 
ter Haim  Corfu  that  even  if  the  taxi 
drivers  and  policemen  did  not  care 
about  saving  their  own  lives,  the 
state  should  care  about  their  depen- 
dants — whom  it  would  have  to  sup- 
port in  cases  of  death  or  injury. 

Abuse  in  boarding  schools 

“I  hear  stories  of  abuse  and  ne- 
glect in  boarding  schools  which 
could  come  straight  out  of  Charles 
Dickens,”  Yona  Rosenfeld,  profes- 
sor of  social  work  at  the  Hebrew 
University,  told  the  Labour  and  So- 
da! Affairs  Committee. 

In  a discussion  on  the  recent  spate 
of  anonymous  complaints  about  al- 


leged maltreatment  of  boarders  in  a 
number  of  institutions,  Rosenfeld 
said:  “Youngsters  who  attend 
boarding  institutions  should  be  in 
there,  in  order  to  live  a better  life, 
and  not  in  order  to  serve  as  day  in 
the  hands  of  political  or  religious 
organizations.” 

He  called  for  the  appointment  of 
more  boarding  school  inspectors 
and  for  the  implementation  of 
around  the  dock  inspections  . 

The  director-general  of  the  Minis- 
try of  Labour  and  Social  Affairs, 
Yehoshua  Davidovitz.  said  that  a 
total  of  11  inspectors  for  200  schools 
was  woefully  inadequate,  but  the 
budget  did  not  pennit  appointing 
more.  Davidovitz  said  that  he  had 
asked  the  police  to  probe  all  the 
recent  complaints  of  abuse,  even 
though  they  were  anonymous. 

Dr.  Yitzhak  Kadman,  head  of  the 
National  Child  Welfare  Council, 
said  no  official  body  keeps  accurate 
statistics  of  the  number  of  boarding 
schools  in  the  country  aud  the  num- 
ber of  pupils.  He  said  that  the

Syria  will  resist  moves  to  sever 
ties  with  Teheran  at  Arab  summit 


DAMASCUS  (Reuter).  - A senior 
official  m Damascus  said  yesterday 
that  . Syria  will  come,  to  the  Arab 
League  summit  in  Amman  on  Suit- 
day  prepared  to  resist  any  attempt 
to  force  a break  in  Arab  relations 
with  Iran.  The  summit  will  also  be 
asked  to  give  unanimous  support to 
a Middle  East  peace  conference  at- 
tended by- the  PLO,  senior  Palestin- 
ian officials  in  Tunis  said  yesterday. 

The  possibility  of  an  Arab  boycott 
of  Iran  was  first  raised  at  a meeting 
of  Arab  foreign  ministers  in  Tunis  in 
August  but  was  blocked  by  Syria, 
Libya  and  Algeria.'  Iraqi  Deputy 
Prime  Minister  Taha  Yassin  Rama- 
dan said  in  Kuwait  on  Monday  that 
Baghdad  would  urge  Arab  leaders 
at  the  Amman  summit  to  break  with 
Teheran  and  invoke  an  Arab  de- 
fence charter. 

“Syria  will  continue  to  resist  such 
moves.  wHich'do  great  barm  to 'Arab 
interests/*  the  senior  official  in  Da- 
mascus said  yesterday.'  “If  those 
who  advocate  such  a motion  really 
want  a graceful  end  to  the  Gulf  war, . 
they  should  first  ask  the  Western 
naval  forces  to  pull  out  of  the 


region." 

The  summit  was  orgjnally  called 
to  discuss  the  Iran-Iraq  wax  but  its 
scope  was  broadened  to  accommo- 
date objections  from  Syria,  which 
regards  the  conflict  as  a U.S.-in- 
spired attempt  to  divert  Arab  ener- 
gies away  from  the  Arab-Israeli 
struggle. 

The  PLO,  which  has  sought  to 
mend  fences  with  both  radical  and 
conservative  Arab  states,  will  press 
its  policy  in  a document  to  be  pre- 
sented at  the  Amman  meeting,  Pal- 
estinian sources  said. 

The  officials  said  Arafat  wanted 
formal  backing  for  a peace  confer-, 
ence  under  the  auspices  of  the  five 
permanent  members  of  the  U.N.  Se- 
curity Council  — the  U.S.,  Soviet 
Union,  Britain,  France  and  China  — 
and  attended  by  the  PLO  on  an 
equal  footing  with  other  parties  to 
the  Arab-Israeli  conflict. 

The  PLO  will  also  seek  renewal  of 
a 10-year  agreement  for  substantial 
Arab  aid  to  Syria,  Jordan  and  the 
PLO,  which  was  agreed  at  a 1978 
Baghdad  summit,  AbduMatif  Abu 
Hijle,  director-general  of  the  PLO 


political  department,  told  Reuters. 

The  PLO  was  in  theory  to  receive 
$300  million  out  of  S3.S  billion  allo- 
cated each  year  for  the  “front  line" 
parties  to  the  Arab-Israeli  conflict. 
But  diplomats  said  only  Saudi  Ara- 
bia had  maintained  its  full  quota  of 
payments. 

The  PLO  has  a four-year-old  con- 
flict with  Syria,  dating  back  to  a 
Damascus-backed  Palestinian  rebel- 
lion against  Arafat,  which  can  be .. 
expected  to  have  an  influence  on  the 
summit  Sources  in  Tunis,  in  leftist 
and  other  PLO  factions,  said  that 
Arafat's  15-member  executive  com- 
mittee bad  sent  a memorandum  to 
President  Hafez  Assad  is  mid-Octo- 
ber offering  a new  start  with  Damas- 
cus, but  it  had  yet  to  receive  a reply. 

In  developments  related  to  the 
Iran-Iraq  war,  diplomats  noted  that 
President  Assad  had  held  a secret 
meeting  with  Iraqi  President  Sad- 
dam Hussein  in  April,  under  the 
auspices  of  King  Hussein  of  Jordan, 
at  which  Assad  offered  Saddam 
Hussein  a full  merger  between  Syria 
and  Iraq  as  a way  out  of  the  impasse , 
but  the  Iraqi  president  turned  down 


the  proposal. 

Assad  said  in  a press  interview 
last  month  that  Israel  would  be  the 
only  beneficiary  of  a break  in  ties 
between  Iran  and  the  Arabs  - “and 
we  don't  want  to  render  such  a ser- 
vice to  our  enemies. 

“Our  own  experience  has  under- 
lined the  fact  that  the  Arabs  can  get 
nowhere  with  Iran  by  use  of  force  or 
pressure  ...  But  they  can  achieve 
results  through  dialogue/'  he  said. 

Syrian  officials  said  Damascus 
would  insist  at  the  Amman  summit 
that  the  Arab-Israeli  conflict  must 
take  priority  over  any  other  issue 
such  as  the  Iran-Iraq  war.  which 
they  described  as  a side-show. 

Syria,  despite  its  quarrel  with 
Arafat,  has  thus  become  his  some- 
what unlikely  ally  by  pressing  for  the 
Palestinian  issue  to  top  the  summit 
agenda. 

Syria's  primary  goal,  officials  in 
Damascus  said  yesterday,  was  to 
achieve  Arab  solidarity  based  on  a 
genuine  determination  to  restore  Is- 
raeli-occupied territory  to  the  Arabs 
and  assert  the  legitimate  rights  of 
the  Palestinian  people. 


South  Asians  end  summit  , 
adopt  anti-terror  accord 


KATMANDU  ( AP).  — South  Asian 
leaders  ended  their  third  annual 
summit  yesterday  by  adopting  the 
region's  first  anti-terrorism  accord 
and  an  agreement  to  establish  a food 
reserve  for  emergencies. 

King  Birendra  of  Nepal,  who 
chaired  die  meeting,  said  the  three- 
day  session  gave  “fresh  impetus  to 
our  common  quest  for  regional  co- 
operation, making  it  yet  another 
milestone  in  the  resurgence  of  South 
Asia/'  In  closing,  the  Sooth  Asian 
Association  for  Regional  Coopera- 
tion (SAARC)  also  announced  it 
would  launch  a study  of  natural  di- 
sasters and  environmental 
degradation. 

The  region  has  been  hard-hit  by 
environmental  problems  this  year, 
with  much  of  India  suffering  its 
worst  drought  in  a century  and  Ban- 
gladesh experiencing  massive 
flooding. 

The  SAARC  groups  Bangladesh. 
Bhutan,  India.  Pakistan,  Nepal,  Sri 


Lanka  and  the  Maldives  in  a federa- 
tion for  cooperation  in  agricultural, 
social  and  technical  areas. 

At  a news  conference  following 
the  summit  dosing,  Birendra  said 
that  SAARC  leaders  discussed  a 
proposal  by  Pakistan  for  a regional 
ban  on  nuclear  weapons - 

“Proliferation  of  nudear  weapons 
is  not  very  beneficial  to  us/'  he  said, 
adding  that  there  was  no  agreement 
on  whether  bilateral  or  collective 
action  was  needed. 

India  is  the  only  SAARC  nation 
known  to  have  nuclear  capability.  It 
exploded  a nudear  device  in  1974. 
Western  intelligence  agencies  say 
Pakistan  is  close  to  the  development 
of  a bomb. 

Superpower  weapons  figured 
prominently  in  the  summit's  final 
declaration. 

The  leaders  “welcomed  the  un- 
derstanding readied  between  the 
U.S.  and  the  Soviet  Union  on  inter- 
mediate nudear  forces,"  it  said.

- Rudy  Vallee  kept  love  letters  from  Doro- 
thy Lamour,  Alice  Faye  and  Hedy  Lamarr,  as  well  as  documents  proving 
he  was  trained  as  a lawyer  stashed  in  a safe  that  was  sealed  by  the  late 
singer  45  years  ago  and  opened  on  Tuesday. 

Him  scripts,  stock  certificates  issued  before  the  market  crash  of  1929.  a 
signed  picture  from  actor  John  Barrymore,  sheet  music  and  other 
Hollywood  memorabilia  were  also  in  the  safe,  which  Vallee  told  his  wife 
to  open  only  after  his  death.  . 

“These  were  things  nobody  could  find  that  we  knew  had  to  be  here." 
said  Vallee’s  publicist.  Chris  Ham's.  “The  love  letters  from  the  actresses 
were  the  biggest  surprise."  Vallee’s  fourth  wife.  Eleanor,  said  she  would 
return  the  love  letters  to  the  actresses. 

Before  he  died  on  July  3, 1986.  at  the  age  of  84.  Vallee  wrote  a letter  to 
his  wife  instructing  her  to  open  the  safe  after  his  death  and  to  sell  his 
collection  of  memorabilia  from  the  early  days  of  American  radio  and 
television. 

About  500  boxes  housing  the  collection,  along  with  the  safe  and  its 
contents,  were  bought  for  $275,000  by  the  Thousand  Oaks  Library 
Foundation.

Reagan  predicts  stronger  U.S.-Europe  ties  : 

Weinberger  says  summit  useful 
even  if  missile  treaty  not  ready 


WASHINGTON  (Reuter).  - De- 
fence Secretary  Caspar  Weinberger 
said  yesterday  a U.S. -Soviet  summit 
set  for  December  7 should  go  ahead 
even  if  a treaty  scrapping  medium- 
range  nuclear  missiles  is  not  ready  to 
sign  by  then. 

He  said  in  a television  interview 
that  the  treaty,  banning  Intermedi- 
ate-range Nudear  Forces  (INF), 
could  not  be  signed  until  it  was  in 
final  form  with  full  Soviet  agree- 
ment to  provisions  against  cheating. 

But  Weinberger  said  a summit 
meeting  between  President  Reagan 
and  Soviet  leader  Mikhail  Gorba- 
chev would  still  be  useful  even  if  the 
treaty  was  not  finalized. 

The  U-S-  defence  chief  refused  to 
confirm  or  deny  whether  he  would 
resign  this  week.  Officials  in  Wash- 
ington. speaking  anonymously,  had 
said  on  Tuesday  that  he  would. 

“I  think  it  is  important  to  have 
that  (summit)  meeting,  and  useful 
discussions  can  take  place/'  he  said. 

He  said  the  INF  treaty  could  not 
be  signed  until  all  details  were  final- 
ized. including  verification  proce- 


dures "because  the  Soviets,  I'm  sor- 
ry to  say.  have  a long  record  of 
cheating  on  these  agreements  and 
it’s  absolutely  essential  to  have  a 
good  verification  provision.  But  if 
the  agreement  is  not  written  down, 
if  the  Soviets  haven't  agreed  to  it  by 
December  7, 1 don't  see  any  reason 
why  Gorbachev  shouldn’t  come 
anyway/’  Weinberger  said. 

“After  all,  he  pledged  himself, 
solemnly,  to  come  all  through  1986 
and  he  never  made  it.  So  I think  it  is 
important  that  he  keep  that  prom- 
ise.” 

Meanwhile,  President  Reagan 
said  yesterday  the  nuclear  arms  trea- 
ty he  experts  to  sign  at  next  month's 
summit  with  Soviet  leader  Mikhail 
Gorbachev  will  strengthen  rather 
than  weaken  U.S.  ties  with  Europe. 

In  a satellite  television  broadcast 
to  Europe,  Reagan  told  the  Nato 
allies:  “I  can  assure  you  that  any 
treaty  I sign  will  be  realistic  and  in 
the  long-term  interest  of  all  mem- 
bers of  the  alliance,  or  no  agreement 
will  be  signed." 

Reagan's  address  was  designed  to 
set  the  stage  for  the  December  7 


summit  in  Washington  and  allay 
fears  that  the  pending  treaty  elimi- 
nating Intermediate  Nuclear  Forces 
(INF)  would  loosen  the  transatlantic 
alliance. 

He  called  the  proposed  treaty  “a 
big  first  step”  in  reducing  nuclear 
weapons  and  said  it  had  been  made 
possible  by  the  far-sighted  courage 
of  European  leaders. 

“The  strength  and  viability  of  the 
alliance  remains  essential,  even  as 
an  agreement  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Soviet  Union  opens 
new  opportunities  for  peace,”  Rea- 
gan said. 

"For  our  pari,  the  commitment  of 
the  United  States  to  the  alliance  and 
to  the  security  of  Europe  — INF 
treaty  or  no  INF  treaty  - remains 
unshakeable,"  he  added. 

Reagan  said  more  than  300.000 
American  servicemen  in  Europe 
and  “our  steadfast  nuclear  guaran- 
tee" underscored  this  pledge. 

The  Nato  strategy  of  flexible  re- 
sponse would  continue  to  block  ag- 
gression while  a U.S.  nuclear  deter- 
rent force  would  continue  to  protect 
Europe,  Reagan  declared. 


Vietnam  veteran  ‘who  was  going  out 
killing9  jailed  for  threatening  Shultz 


WASHINGTON  (Reuter).  - Police  on  Tuesday  arrested 
a heavily  armed  Vietnam  veteran  on  charges  of  threaten- 
ing Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz  and  possibly  Presi- 
dent Reagan  after  being  warned  by  authorities  in  the 
man’s  hometown. 

The  FBI  said  Edward  Gallo.  41,  of  Worcester,  Massa- 
chusetts, was  arrested  In  a Washington  hotel  room, 
where  fully  loaded  weapons  including  a semi-automatic 
rifle  and  a sawn-ori  shotgun  were  seized. 

The  police  were  alerted  by  Worcester  authorities  after 
Gallo's  mother  and  sister  told  them  -be  left  the  bouse 
heavily  armed  on  Monday,  saying  “be  was  going  out 
killing.*'  Washington  police  said  Gallo  had  threatened  to 
kill  Shultz  and  also  may  have  been  a danger  to  Reagan, 
but  the  White  House  had  no  comment  on  the  police 
report  and  the  Secret  Service  said  it  could  not  confirm 
the  account. 

In  Worcester,  Police  Sergeant  Mike  Vacca  said:  “his 
mother  relayed  that  be  was  very  upset  with  the  Washing- 
ton politicians  a couple  of  weeks  ago.  When  he  left  the 
bouse,  be  said  be  was  going  out  killing.  Those  were  his 
words."  Vacca  said  Gallo's  sister  “stated  to  us  that  he 
was  in  a highly  emotional  state  and  that  he  was  seen  by 
his  mother  leaving  the  house  with  a gun.  He  put  bis  gun 


mider  his  arm  and  put  on  his  field  jacket  and  left  the 
house." 

Vacca  said  Gallo  was  a lieutenant  in  the  U.S.  Army 
artillery  during  the  Vietnam  War  and  that  when  police 
visited  his  home,  they  saw  decorations  and  other  military 
items. 

State  Department  spokesman  Charles  Redman  con- 
firmed that  the  man  was  believed  to  have  threatened 
Shultz. 

When  asked  about  posable  threats  to  Reagan,  Rich 
Adams,  a public  affairs  agent  with  the  Secret  Service, 
said:  “We  have  nothing  to  confirm  that  at  this  time." 

Reagan  was  shot  by  John  Hinckley,  Jr.,  in  March 
1981,  two  months  and  10  days  into  his  presidency.  The 
bullet  lodged  about  an  inch  from  his  heart  but  was 
removed  during  surgery  and  Reagan  made  a,  full  recov- 
ery- . ; *. 

Gallo,  an  unemployed  lab  technician  who.  last  worked 
about  a year  ago,  had  do  criminal  record,  police  said. 

Vacca  said  that  Gallo  made  two  legal  purchases  of  guns 
and  ammunition  in  October. 

Redman  said  be  had  no  Information  on  why  Gallo  had 
threatened  Shultz,  whose  already  substantial  security 
was  boosted  immediately. 


Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Gary 


WASHINGTON  (AFP)  - A black 
woman  was  elected  mayor  of  a ma- 
jor northeastern  city  for  the  first 
time  in  Tuesday's  off-year  elections, 
and  black  candidates  gained  the 
mayorships  of  three  other  U.S.  cities, 
while  two  other  important  mayoral 
races  will  have  to  be  decided  in  run- 
off elections. 

The  Democratic  Party'  held  on  to 
control  of  the  governorships  in  two 
Southern  states.  In  Kentucky,  mul- 
timillionaire Wallace  Wilkinson  eas- 
ily defeated  Republican  John  Har- 
per .capturing  a record  65  per  cent  of 
the  vote  and  extending  the  Demo- 
crats' 111-year-old  control  of  the 
statehouse.  Wilkinson,  who  ran  on  a 
platform  opposing  higher  taxes  and 
advocating  a state  lottery,  had 
raised  a record  $6m.  for  the  Ken- 
tucky gubernatorial  campaign.  In  a 
close  Mississippi  race  for  the  gover- 
norship. Democrat  Ray  Mabus 
edged  out  Republican  Jack  Reed.  53 
to  47  per  cent.  Mabus.  who  investi- 
gated financial  irregularities  in  local 
government  when  he  was  a state 


auditor,  had  campaigned  as  a cru- 
sader against  corruption. 

In  Houston,  Texas.  Mayor  Kathy 
Whitmire  won  her  fourth  consecu- 
tive two-year  term  in  city  hall,  hand- 
ily beating  six  relatively  unknown 
candidates.  And  in  a campaign 
tinged  by  racial  overtones.  Demo- 
crat Wilson  Goode  retained  his  post 
as  Philadelphia  mayor,  narrowly  de- 
feating former  mayor  Frank  Rizzo 
51  per  cent  to  49  per  cent.  Rizzo,  a 
cop-turned-politician  who  also 
switched  from  the  Democratic  to  the 
Republican  Party,  refused  to  con- 
cede to  Goode,  the  city’s  first  black 
mayor,  declaring  there  had  been 
voting  irregularities.  Goode  was 
criticized  in  1985  for  ordering  police 
to  drop  a bomb  on  a house  used  by  a 
black  radical  extremist  group  called 
Move.  Eleven  people  died  and  61 
homes  were  destroyed  in  the  subse- 
quent fire  from  the  explosion.  In  his 
victory  speech,  Goode  struck  a con- 
ciliatory tone  and  emphasized  unity. 

In  Hartford.  Connecticut,  Demo- 
crat Carrie  Saxon  Perrv  became 


New  England's  first  female  black 
mayor,  easily  defeating  Republican 
candidate  Philip  Steele. 

Black  Democratic  candidates  also 
won  the  mayorships  of  Baltimore 
and  Gary,  Indiana.  But  in  Char- 
lotte. North  Carolina,  the  city's  first 
black  mayor,  Harvey  Gantt,  was 
ousted  by  Republican  Sue  Myrick. 
Miami  Mayor  Xavier  Suarez,  the 
city’s  first  Cuban-born  mayor,  was 
forced  into  a runoff  election  on  No- 
vember 10  because  he  failed  to  win 
more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  vote, 
despite  Miami’s  high  proportion  of 
Cuban  voters. 

San  Francisco  voters  will  hold  a 
run-off  election  on  December  8 to 
choose  between  State  Assemblyman 
Art  Agnos  and  city  supervisor  John 
Molinari,  neither  of  whom  gained  a 
majority  in  Tuesday's  voting  to  de- 
termine a successor  to  Dianne  Fein- 
stein,  who  was  required  by  statute  to 
leave  office  after  two  terms. 

On  Tuesday.  Mississippi  voters 
approved  the  repeal  of  an  1890  ban 
on  interracial  marriages.

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Pig  hearts  for  humans  --  ‘the  wave  of  the  future’

The  shortage  of  human  hearts  donated  for 
transplantation  has  pushed  researchers  to  con- 
sider pig  hearts  as  an  alternative.  Pigs  can  be 
more  easily  farmed  than  baboons,  which  are 
biologically  much  closer  to  man. 

“It's  not  a year  away , or  even  five  years,  but 
it's  the  wave  of  the  future."  says  Prof.  John 
Waliwork:  a heart- transplant  surgeon  in  Pap- 
worth  Hospital  near  Cambridge,  England. 

Waliwork  is  visiting  Israel  as  guest  of  Jeru- 
salem's Hadassah-University  Hospital  and  the 
British  Council,  and  is  lecturing  on  heart 
transplants. 

More  than  150  medical  centres  around  the 
world  perform  the  procedure,  compared  to 
only  five  in  1979.  Papworth  itself  performs  75 
heart  or  heart-lung  transplants  a year,  and 
hopes  in  1988  to  do  considerably  more  - at  a 
cost  of  $20,000  per  patient  and  all  paid  for  by 
the  National  Health  Service. 

About  80  per  cent  of  Papworth's  heart- 
transplant  patients  are  alive  after  a year  and  75 
per  cent  of  them  after  two  years.  In  the  case  of 
a heart-lung  transplant,  the  one-year  survival 
rate  is  78  per  cent  - the  highest  in  the  world. 
“They  all  would  have  been  dead  without  the 
surgery.  Aside  from  the  extra  years  of  life. 


their  quality  of  life  is  much  improved,"  Wall- 
work  says. 

Papworth  has  a policy  of  performing  trans- 
plants only  on  British  residents  and  has  re- 
fused all  foreigners  on  the  grounds  that  it  has  a 
long  waiting  list  of  Britons  who  need  the  sur- 
gery Another  famed  British  transplant  hospi- 
Uil.  Harefield.  accepts  foreigners  on  the 
grounds  that  paying  patients  from  abroad  will 
help  finance  surgery  for  locals. 

There  is  a shortage  of  donor  hearts,  but  a 
surplus  of  donor  livers,  since  fewer  people 
suffer  from  liver  ailments  than  from  heart 
disease.  It  will  be  many  years  before  artificial 
hearts  become  a long-term  solution  and  as 
successful  as  human  heart  transplants,  says 
Waliwork.  Researchers  are  trying  to  find  a 
way  to  store  human  hearts  so  that  they  can  be 
transported  long  distances  for  implantation. 


Waliwork  said  it  was  “fine  that  Hadassah 
has  started  with  one  successful  heart  trans- 
plant." but  added  that  if  it  wants  to  continue 
on  a serious  basis  it  must  do  12  to  20  a year. 
“Heart  transplants  are  a cinch;  our  resident 
staff  do  the  operations.  It’s  really  a very  sim- 
ple organ,"  he  says.  “The  difficulty  is  getting 
enough  donor  hearts  and  organizing  every- 
thing to  make  an  efficient  service." 

Since  the  successful  transplant  case  of  Ova- 
dia  Matzri.  Hadassah  has  been  waiting  for  a 
brain-dead  donor  who  matches  the  potential 
recipients  being  treated  at  the  hospital.  Wall- 
work  noted  that  only  blood  type  has  to  be 
matched,  and  that  tissue-type  matching  be- 
tween donor  and  recipient  is  not  required. 

Prof.  Joseph  Borman,  head  of  the  Hadassah 
heart-transplant  unit,  met  Wailwonh  when  he 
visited  Papworth  last  year.  Waliwork  believes 


Rabbi:  Saving  lives  with  pig  hearts  is  kosher 


Transplanting  pig  hearts  into  humans  would  be  halachically  kosher,  according  (o  the  rabbi 
of  Hadassah,  Ya’acov  Kahovsky.  Asked  by  The  Jerusalem  Post  to  comment  on  this  possibility, 
Rakovsky  said  that  using  pig  beads  would  be  “very  welcome*’  because,  if  successful,  it  could 
mean  tbe  saving  of  life  and  perhaps  be  a substitute  for  human  head  donations,  which  are 
problematic  (although  rabbin ically  approved  under  specific  conditions). 

“For  some  time,  we  have  used  pig’s  skin  for  temporary  skin  grafts,"  Rakovsky  noted.  Using 
pig  heads  for  transplants  would  also  be  baladucally  permitted. 


it  is  best  if,  as  in  Israel,  a single  medical 
institution  starts  with  heart  transplants  and 
acquires  the  necessary  experience,  rather  than 
have  several  hospitals  beginning 
simultaneously. 

Hadassah  paid  all  the  expenses  connected 
with  Matzri's  surgery,  but  the  government 
promised  to  “discuss"  funding  when  the  num- 
ber of  transplants  increases. 

Aware  that  religious  beliefs  have  limited 
organ  transplants  in  Israel,  Waliwork  said  that 
“every  country  that  starts  heart  transplants 
goes  through  the  same  tortured  discussion 
about  brain  death.  Sweden  still  doesn't  do 
heart  transplants  because  of  arguments  about 
it,  but  that  country  is  about  to  start.” 

Britons,  too,  were  reluctant  to  donate  or- 
gans, but  after  hearing  about  the  successes, 
they  gradually  changed  tbeir  minds.  About  80 
per  cent  of  them  say  they’re  willing  to  donate 
organs  after  their  own  death.  Many  states  in 
the  U.S.  have  laws  that  require  doctors  to  ask 
the  next-of-kin  to  donate  their  deceased  rela- 
tive’s organs,  and  this  practice  could  be  adopt- 
ed in  Britain,  “at  least  as  a recommendation.’' 
Doctors  themselves  are  very  conservative,  be 
continued,  “and  when  a patient  dies,  they  see 
it  as  a failure  and  don’t  want  to  think  about 
anything  else.”

Justo,  whose 
portrait  appears  on  the  map,  used  an  earlier  work  by  Van  Adrichon  (Cologne,  1590)  as  his 
model,  but  took  out  all  the  New  Testament  scenes  and  put  in  Old  Testament  sites,  all  of  them 
marked  in  Hebrew  letters.  The  map  was  discovered  a few  years  ago  in  the  French  National 
Library  in  Paris  and  was  brought  here  for  a brief  showing  by  Michel  Garel,  curator  of  Hebrew 
Manuscripts  at  the  French  National  Library,  in  coitfuction  with  Yona  Fischer,  senior  curator  at 
the  Israel  Museum.

Owners  of  video  cameras  who 
have  eight  free  minutes  tomorrow 
could  consider  filming  their  favour- 
ite outdoor  location  in  Israel  in  hon- 
our of  the  country's  40tb 
anniversary. 

At  10:15,  ArmyHRadio  wfl]  broad- 
cast a special  signal  which  will  serve 
as  background  for  the  filming.  A 
portable  radio  should  be  turned  on 
outside  and  the  signal  is  to  serve  as  a 
director's  call  for  “action.”  Partici- 
pants will  film  non-stop  for  four 
minutes,  recording  the  signal.  The 
subject  can  be  any  place  in  Israel:  a 
street,  a square,  an  orchard,  a field, 
a market, -a  neighbourhood,  etc. 

Another  four  minute  segment 
should  be  filmed  at  any  point  later  in 


the  day  or  night  on  Friday,  focusing 
on  people.  It  can  be  filmed  either 
outdoors  or  indoors  and  in  any  num- 
ber of  sequences  using  environmen- 
tal sounds  as  background.  Any  type 
of  video  system  can  be  used,  al- 
though VHS  cassettes  are  prefera- 
ble. The  location  of  the  first  seg- 
ment should  be  written  down  along 
with  the  name  of  the  project,  “Vid- 
eo Israel  40,*’  and  shot  for  10  sec- 
onds as  an  introduction.  When  all 
filming  is  completed,  30  seconds  of 
credits  cpi  be  shot  as  well.  No  edit-  - 
ing  whatsoever  should  be  done  to 
the  piece.  The  cassettes  can  be 
dropped  off  at  any  branch  of  Dis- 
count Bank,  where  information  bro- 
chures in  Hebrew  are  available. 

All  the  collected  videos  will  be 
presented  in  a multi-screened  pro- 


gramme at  the  Israel  Museum  and  at 
40th  anniversary  celebrations  in  Eu- 
rope and  the  U.S.  “Video  Israel 
40,"  is  the  brainchild  of  artist  and 
photographer  Natan  Karczmar  and 
is  sponsored  by  tbe  Israel  Museum, 
the  Union  of  Local  Authorities,  the 
Ministry  of  Education  and  Culture, 
the  Israel  Film  Institute  and  the 
World  Zionist  Organization. 

“Israelis  are  going  to  create  to- 
gether a video  memory  of  the  coun- 
try,” says  Karczmar.

Soccer  friendly  with  S.  Lebanon  side 
runs  afoul  of  league  regulation

HATZOR  HAGLILIT.—  An  off- 
the-pitcb  decision  by  the  Israel 
Football  Association  has  scuppered 
a scheduled  friendly  game  here  be- 
tween the  local  football  team  and  a 
side  from  South  Lebanon. 

The  match,  which  should  have 
been  staged  at  the  Bnei  Hatzor  Hag- 
lilit  ground  yesterday,  was  cancelled 
after  the  IFA  ruled  that  the  game 
would  have  been  against  the  regula- 
tions of  FIFA,  the  international 
football  federation. 

. The  Hatzor  team,  which  plays  in 
the  northern  region  of  the  B 


League,  was  threatened  with  expul- 
sion from  the  league  if  the  match 
went  ahead. 

Hatzor  local  council  chairman  Eli 
Halfon  described  IFA’s  decision  as 
“a  bit  silly." 

He  noted  that  the  game  had  been 
planned  as  a sporting  and  social  ges- 
ture to  residents  of  the  security  zone 
in  South  Lebanon.  Dozens  of  South 
Lebanese  from  the  zon6  work  in 
factories  and  agricultural  businesses 
in  the  Hatzor  area,  he  said. 

Two  years  ago  a soccer  match  was 
staged  without  any  problems  be- 
tween a South  Lebanese  side  and  an 
amateur  team  composed  of  workers 


from  the  local  Pri-HaGalii  fruit  can- 
ning factory. 

Halfon  said  it  was  a pity  that  red- 
tape  had  forced  the  cancellation  of 
the  game  with  the  Bnei  Hatzor. 

. Yossi  Dagan,  deputy  chairman  of 
tiie  IFA,  explained  that  under  tbe 
regulations  governing  members  of 
FIFA,  there  had  been  no  alternative 
to  banning  the  game. 

The  rules  explirity  prevent  teams 
registered  with  FIFA  from  playing 
against  non- members. 

Bnei  Hatzor.  as  a member  of  the 
IFA,  was  automatically  registered 
with  FIFA,  whereas  the  South  Leb- 
anese side  was  not.

Tbe  one  “musical  gesture1*  to  the 
audience  will  be  a piece  by  the  PoUsh 


composer  Moniuszko  (the  overture 
to  his  opera  Halka);  and  the  choice  of 
Kaminsky’s  Symphonic  Overture 
was  no  accident  since  Kaminsky  was 
born  in  Poland  and  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  tbe  Israel  Philharmonic. 

Tbe  rest  of  the  programme  was 
chosen  purely  on  musical  grounds, 
Mehta  stresses.  “Mahler’s  Fifth 
Symphony  is  a piece  which  suits  the 
orchestra  and  which  we  haven’t 
played  in  a long  time.  So  this  is  a 
good  opportunity,  especially  since  I 
don’t  believe  Mahler  is  played  that 
much  in  tbe  East.  Hindemith  is  also 
something  they  don’t  hear  there  of- 
ten, and  Brahms’s  Symphony  No.  2 
and  Mozart's  Symphony  No.  36 
(Linz)  round  out  the  programme 
very  nicely.’’ 

Tbe  orchestra  will  visit  Auschwitz, 

where  they  win  play  “Hatikva.” 
“That's  not  something  we  wanted  to 
over-organize,”  Mehta  says.  “We’ll 
go  there  and  whatever  win  happen 
wiH  happen.” 


Moslem  teenagers  shocked 
by  attitudes  of  Jewish  peers

ACRE.  — Arab  educators  this  week 
urged  Education  Minister  Yitzhak 
Navon  to  take  immediate  action,  to 
hait'ihe  spread  of-  racism  and  anti- 
Arab  ' nationalism'  among  Jewish 
schoolchildren,  which  they  said  was 
revealed  by  a recent  Dahaf  poll. 

“If  the  Jewish  children  don’t  want 
us,  then  we  don't  need  them,”  a 
Moslem  pupil  at  the  high  school  in 
Shfaram  said  on  Tuesday  in  reaction 
to  the  poll  .“There’s  not  much  point 
to  meetings  between  Jews  and  Ar- 
abs if  the  Jewish  children  continue 
to  hate  or  distrust  us.” 


Almost  half  of  those  interviewed 
in  the  Dahaf  survey,  designed  to 
assess  changes  in  the  attitudes  of 
Jewish  youth  to  democracy,  wanted 
to  curtail  the  rights  of  Israeli  Arabs. 

“The  findings  indicate  that  the 
Education  Ministry  has  failed  to 
promulgate  democratic  values 
among  schoolchildren  and  promote 
Jewish- Arab  coexistence,"  said  Dr. 
Majid  al-Haj,  head  of  the  Arab  local 
councils'  follow-up  committee  on 
Arab  education-  The  committee,  in 
a cable  to  Navon,  called  for  a solu- 
tion to  the  “disturbing  phenome- 
non” revealed  by  the  poll. 


Arab  pupils  in  Acre  warned  that 
racist  attitudes  among  Jewish  teen- 
agers would  encourage  Arab  ex- 
tremism. 

. . “Many-  children  at  3ur  school 
were  shodcedT  by  the  poll.  It  made 
them  angry  and  fatter,”  said  Hatem 
Fans,  a 17-year-old  Christian  and 
head  of  the  student  council  at  a 
Moslem-Christian  high  school  in  the 
old  quarter. 

He  noted  that  Arab  children  en- 
countered the  views  expressed  in  the 
poll  when  playing  in  the  streets  or 
fields  of  tiie  mixed  Jewish-Arab 
town. 

“Sometimes  Jewish  lads  come 
over  and  say  that  it’s  their  spot , their 
country  and  we  have  no  right  to  be 
there.  You  don’t  want  trouble  so 
you  move  somewhere  else,”  said 
Fans. 

“But  during  the  [Jewish]  holidays 
many  Jewish  kids  come  to  the  old 
quarter  and  mix  freely  with  the  Ar- 
abs and  there's  no  trouble. 

“That’s  how  it  should  be.  We 
have  to  live  together  in  peace  and 
harmony.”  Fans  said  the  majority  of 
pupils  at  his  school  held  the  same 
opinion,  even  after  the  Dahaf  poll. 

“But  if  the  government  doesn’t 
help,”  he  added,  “tbe  situation  will 
only  get  worse.”

THE  PETmONERS,  active  mem- 
bers of  various  public  bodies,  ap- 
plied to  the  respondent  for  a permit 
to  hold  a demonstration  against  “re- 
ligious coercion,  which  seriously 
hampers  suburban  citizens,  and 
against  growing  violence  regarding 
places  of  recreation  such  as  cinemas 
and  restanrantsr* 

The  demonstration  was  planned 
for  some  200  participants,- and  was 
to  be  held  at  the  entrance  to  the  Mea 
She’arim  quarter  in.  Jerusalem-on  - 
the  eve  of  the  Sabbath. 

The  police  agreed  to  the  demon- 
stration, not  at  the-entrance  to  Mea 
. She'anm,  but  at  a point  less  then  80 
metres  away.  The  petitioners  there- 
upon applied  to  the  High  Court  of 
Justice  for  an  .order  on  the  respon- 
dent to  permit  the  demonstration  at 
the  place  originally  selected. 

THE  JUDGMENT  of  the  court  was 
given  by  Justice  Gavrie!  Bach. 

The  principles  involved,  he  said, 
were  not  in  dispute,  the  only  ques- 
tion being  whether  they  had  been 
properly  applied.  There  was  no 
doubt  that  to  demonstrate,  and  ex- 
press opinions  arousing  strong  an- 
tagonism, was  a basic  right  in  an 
englightened  democracy. 

This  right  had  to  be  jealously  pre- 
served, and  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
police  to  protect  demonstrators 
against  the  disruption  of  a legitimate 
gathering.  This  right,  however,  was 
not  absolute. 

■ Justice  Bach  then  cited  Supreme 
•Court  precedents,  including 
H.C.153/83  (The  Jerusalem  Post 
Aag.  19, 1984),  in  which.it  was  held 
that  freedom  to  demonstrate  could 
be  limited,  or  even  denied,  if  there 
were  “a  near  certainty"  of  real  dan- 
ger to  public  security,  despite,  all 
reasonable  efforts  by  die  police. 
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Theoretical  or  speculative  danger, 
however,  was  not  enough:  there  had 
to  be  a genuine  and  reasonable  ex- 
pectation, based  on  facts  and  past 
experience,  that  a danger  really 
existed. 

The  police  had  given  the  reasons 
for  their  decision,  be  continued.  The 
place  proposed  for  the  demonstra- 
tion was  opposite  the  most  extreme 
yeshivot  in  Mea  She'anm,  whose 
students  were  accustomed  to  violent 
confrontation  with  the  police.  It  had 
also  been  for  many  years  a “Sabbath 
enclave,"  closed  to  traffic  on  that 
day.  A demonstration  at  that  point 
on  the  Sabbath  would  be  provoca- 
tive, and  create  “a  near  certainty" 
of  violence  and  bloodshed. 

The  respondent  added  that  a 
demonstration  at-  the  alternative 
point  proposed,  less  than  80  metres 
away,  .would  also  demand  a large 
force  of  police  and  present  a serious 
security  problem,  and  the  petition- 
ers' refusal  to  accept  this  compro- 
mise cast  doubt  on  their  professed 
intention  to  be  tolerant  and  behave 
peacefully. 

ON  THE  BASIS  of  the  facts  and  the 
court’s  own  knowledge  of  the  area 
concerned.  Justice  Bach  said,  it  was 
no  justification  for  forcing  the  police 
to  allow  a demonstration  in  a highly 
sensitive  area  when  it  was  convinced 
that,  despite  all  possible  precau- 
tions, a serious  breach  of  the  peace 
would  almost  certainly  result. 

Justice  Bach  also  cited  a judgment 
of  the  late  Chief  Justice  Yitzhak  Ka- 
lian, in  which  the  court  justified  the 
refusal  of  a local  authority  to  license 
a business  which  would  deeply  of- 
fend the  local  population,  compar- 
ing such  an  activity  ‘'to  opening  a 
'night  club  in  the  middle  of  Mea 
She’anm,  or  a tavern  m an  Ortho- 
dox Moslem  suburb." 

For  the  above  reasons,  the  peti- 
tion was  dismissed,  with  no  order  as 
to  costs. 

Abraham  Mentzel  and  Shiomo 
Amie!  appeared  for  the  petitioners, 
and  Dorit  Beinish,  the  deputy  state 
attorney,  for  the  police. 

The  judgment  was  given  on  Au- 
gust 27,  1987.

Not  even  Imran  can  keep  Aussies  from  reaching  finals 


LAHORE  (Reuter)  - Allan  Border's  Australians  overcame 
World  Cup  favourites  Pakistan  by  18  runs  in  a dramatic  semi- 
final here  yesterday,  swamped  by  the  noise  of  a fanatical 
crowd. 

More  than  30,000  spectators  filled  the  Gaddafi  Stadium 
with  a piercing  din  from  the  moment  play  started  on  a 
sunbathed  morning.  They  had  come  to  cheer  Pakistan,  they 
had  come  to  bid  a passionate  farewell  to  their  beloved  captain 
Imran  Khan. 

Australia  were  unmoved.  Border  boldly  elected  to  bat  first 
on  a pitch  that  promised  to  be  lively  only  in  the  opening 
overs,  an  expectation  that  was  realised,  and  Australia's  total 
of 267 for  eight  from  50  overs  represented  a difficult  target  on 
the1  slow  surface. 

Pakistan  started  badly,  recovered  through  a centuty  stand 
between  Imran  and  Javed  Miandad,  but  found  the  81  needed 
off  the  last  10  overs  too  much  for  them.  They  were  ail  out  for 
249  off  the  last  ball  of  the  49th  over  — and  it  was  Australia 
who  were  packing  their  bags  for  Sunday’s  final  in  Calcutta 
against  either  champions  India  or  England,  who  meet  in  the 
second  semi-final  in  Bombay  today. 

Imran  was  a picture  of  dejection  as  he  congratulated 
Border  after  the  match.  He  had  set  his  heart  on  bowing  out  of 
international  cricket  with  a World  Cup  victory  and  his  team 


Qadir’s  car,  farewell  present  for  Imran 

Leg-spinner  Abdul  Qadir  was  given  a car  as  the  man-of- 
the-tournament  but  the  little  Pakistani,  in  a gesture  of 
appreciation  to  his  Imran  Khan,  took  the  microphone  and 
said  he  was  giving  It  to  his  captain  as  a farewell  present. 

Australian  Craig  McDermott's  figures  of  five  for  44 
were  the  best  of  the  tournament  and  he  was  presented  with 
the  man-of-the-matcb  award, 

Allan  Border,  who  was  congratulated  by  Pakistan  presi- 
dent Mohammad  Z3a  nl-Haq  after  the  match,  said:  “I  am 
extremely  happy  that  we  have  woo.  After  we  won  the  toss 
and  made  a big  score  we  were  confident  we  could  restrict 
Pakistan." 

had  looked  the  outstanding  side  in  the  group  matches. 

The  Pakistan  captain  played  a heroic  hand  in  trying  to 
salvage  a win  for  his  team.  He  took  three  wickets  for  36  in  10 
overs  of  fast  and  intelligent  bowling  and  when  Pakistan 
slumped  to  38  for  three  in  the  1 1th  over,  he  rebuilt  the  innings 
with  a half  century  of  great  character. 

But  Border’s  decision  to  bat  first  proved  the  decisive  move. 
As  the  pressure  mounted,  the  Pakistan  batting  crumbled  and 


after  Imran  was  fourth  out  at  150  in  the  46th  over,  the 
likelihood  of  a Pakistan  victory  steadily  receded. 

For  Australia,  it  was  the  first  time  they  have  reached  the 
final  since  the  inaugural  world  cup  in  1975.  Their  m&n-of-the- 
match  was  fast  bowleT  Craig  McDermott  for  his  five  wickets, 
but  it  might  have  been  David  Boon  for  his  battling  65  and  it 
might  have  been  Border  for  his  leadership  and  for  taking 
Imran’s  wicket  at  a crucial  moment.  . ■ . • „• 

Pakistan  made  a calamitous  start  to  their  innings  wnen  an 
over-eager  Rameez  Raja  was  run  out  in  the  first  over. 
Mansoor  Akhtar  was  bowled  in  the  ninth  over,  playing  across 
a ball  from  McDermott,  and  when  Salim  Malik  was  caught 
off  the  first  ball  of  the  11th  over.  Waugh's  loosener  as  he 
came  on  to  bowl,  Pakistan  were  38  for  three. 

When  Pakistan  were  150  for  four,  a huge  burden  rested  on 
Miandad's  shoulders.  Wasim  Akram  hit  Border  and  McDer- 
mott for  six  but  was  bowled  by  McDermott  trying  another 
slog  and  Ejaz  lofted  Bruce  Reid  to  Dean  Jones  at  deep 
square  leg. 

With  the  score  246  for  eight  and  two  overs  left,  a Pakistan 
win  was  still  just  possible.  But  the  49th  over  proved  the  last , 
with  McDermott  and  Dyer  combining  twice  more  to  remove 
Jaffer  and  Tauseef.

Industrialists  fear  environmentalists 


Sweden  is  strict  on  ecology 


By  ALAN  ELSMER 
STOCKHOLM  (Reuter)—  A se- 
nior Swedish  industrialist  recently 
said  it  was  worth  sacrificing  a couple 
of  trees  to  build  an  access  road  to  a 
factory.  .The  remark  caused  a na- 
tional storm. 

In  Sweden,  where  fighting  pollu- 
tion is  the  top  national  priority,  it  is 
almost  heretical  to  question  whether 
concern  for  the  environment  has 
gone  too  far. 

Yet.  slowly,  hesitantly  and  in 
muted  voices,  this  is  what  some  in- 
dustrialists are  beginning  to  ask. 

“A  lot  of  industry  is  taking  a too 
defensive  attitude  over  the  environ- 
ment." said  Kjell  Nilsson,  president 
and  chief  executive  of  Sweden's 
largest  mining  conglomerate  Boli- 
den. 

“I  meet  a Jot  of  people  in  industry 
who  say  let’s  not  argue  because  it 
might  get  worse.  I think  this  is  the 
wrong  attitude  because  then  you' re 
retreating  and  retreating  and  re- 
treating "and  the  authorities  don’t 
know  where  the  limit  is.”  he  told 
Reuters. 


sions  might  damage  Volvo's  interna- 
tional position. 

“If  the  rules  are  so  tough  that 
non-Swedish  producers  cannot  en- 
ter our  market,  they  could  accuse  us 
of  trade  protectionism.  If  one  coun- 
try was  to  be  unique  in  its  legisla- 
tion, it  would  create  problems  for 
that  country,”  he  said. 

According  to  Richard  Aimgren,  a 
civil  engineer  and  environmental 
specialist  with  Sweden's  Industiy 
Federation.  Swedish  industry  has 
led  Europe  in  reducing  emissions  of 
toxic  gases  and  other  pollutants  over 
the  past  two  decades. 

On  sulphur  dioxide,  for  example, 
countries  in  Europe  are  debating 
whether  to  commit  themselves  to  a 
30  per  cent  reduction.  We  have  al- 
ready achieved  70  per  cent  and  are 
discussing  going  for  80  per  cent,  he 
said. 

This  has  been  achieved  with  an 
annual  investment  by  industry  in  the 
range  of  S170  m.  dollars  a year  over 
the  past  IS  years  - about  four  per 
cent  of  total  industrial  investment. 


Nilsson  is  in  a minority.  But  oth- 
ers are  beginning  to  voice  similar 
sentiments. 

Last  February,  Volvo,  Sweden’s 
largest  company,  created  a new  post 
of  vice-president  for  environmental 
affairs  to  counter  the  growing  pres- 
sure of  the  environmentalist  lobby. 


We  recognize  that  the  environ- 
mental lobby  could  impede  the  pro- 
gress of  industry,  the  vice-president, 
Sigvard  Holmgren,  told  Reuters. 
He  said  the  company,  which  invest- 
ed around  $50  m.  a year  in  environ- 
mental protection  research  and  de- 
velopment. was  concerned  that 
proposed  new  legislation  to  put 
stricter  limits  on  diesel  fuel  emis- 


But  even  the  federation,  which 
has  enthusiastically  embraced  envi- 
ronmentalism, recently  issued  a 
veiled  warning  that  matters  might  be 
going  too  far. 

Swedish  legislation  in  this  field  is 
rigorous  already  and  it  is  vital  that 
governments  do  not  act  in  a manner 
that  jeopardizes  industrial  develop- 
ment, it  said. 

Aimgren  said  a number  of  indus- 
trial plants  had  been  forced  to  close 
because  they  could  not  meet  envi- 
ronmental demands. 

“As  for  the  people  who  lost  their 
jobs  - well,  they  lost  them.”  he 
said.  The  chemicals  industry  was  so 
concerned  by  its  negative  public  im- 


age that  it  devoted  the  latest  edition 
of  its  quarterly  trade  magazine  en 
tirely  to  environmental  issues. 

“Safer  chemicals  - a better  envi 
ronment,"  read  the  front-page 
headline.  An  editorial  said  the  in 
dustry  had  invested  around  $1.5  bil 
lion  in  environmental  protection 
over  the  past  15  years  and  reduced 
emissions  by  between  65  and  95  per 
cent. 

It  went  on  to  plead  against  the 
imposition  of  further  environmental 
taxes,  currently  under  consideration 
by  the  government. 

Boliden’s  Nilsson  said  his  compa- 
ny had  closed  some  chemical  plants 
because  environmental  require 
ments  had  pushed  production  costs 
up  to  uncompetitive  levels. 

“That  doesn't  help  Sweden.  We 
are  not  going  to  help  Sweden  by 
killing  our  own  industry  and  hoping 
that  the  rest  of  Europe  is  going  to 
commit  suicide  just  because  we  are 
dead,”  he  said. 

But  the  Social  Democratic  Gov- 
ernment seems  determined  to  de 
mand  more  rigorous  standards. 

Prime  Minister  Ingvar  Carlsson 
recently  said  new  legislation  was  be- 
ing prepared  to  limit  the  ability  of 
companies  to  transfer  money  to  in- 
vestment funds. 

These  transfers  will  be  used  only 
for  measures  that  improve  our  envi- 
ronment. he  said,  as  for  Nilsson's 
concerns,  the  government  is  unsym- 
pathetic. 

“That  company  (Boliden)  repre- 
sents a rather  primitive  attitude.” 
Environment  Minister  Birgitta 
Dahl  told  Reuters. 

It  is  a big,  rich  concern  with  a lot 
of  economic  and  technical  resources 
and  one  can  demand  that  it  uses 
them  as  do  other  industries  for  the 
environment,  she  said. 


Matam  customers  to  get  their  money

TEL  AVIV.  - The  Tel  Aviv  District 
Court  -has'  approved  a settlement 
that  gijtes  1.400  Matam  customers 
the  opportunity  to  recover  75  per 
cent  of  the  money  they  paid  the 
bankrupt  chain  for  undelivered 
appliances. 

Two  trustees,  one  representing 
the  consumers  and  the  Israel  Con- 
sumer Council,  and  the  other  the 
liquidator,  were  appointed  to  exe- 
cute the  settlement. 

One  trustee,  lawyer  Daniel  Ernst, 
said  the  Moshav. Movement  was  ex- 


pected to  add  NIS  700,000  to  the 
NIS  300,000  it  already  has  deposited 
in  the  settlement  account.  Another 
NIS  1 million  is  to  be  provided  by 
several  banks  led  by  Bank  Mizrahi. 

Would-be  purchasers,  who  will  be 
notified  of  the  settlement  by  mail, 
have  the  option  of  getting  back  75 
per  cent  of  the  money  they  paid 
Matam,  or  paying  25  per  cent  over 
the  retail  price  for  the  appliance  of 
their  choice.  More  than  two-thirds 
of  customers  involved  in  the  case 
had  paid  for  refrigerators. 

Matam,  which  was  controlled  by 
the  Moshav  Movement,  had  debts 


totaling  about  $60  m.  The  chain 
dosed  its  branches  10  months  ago, 
forcing  irate  consumers  to  press  le- 
gal action. 

Ernst  said  the  settlement,  ap- 
proved by  the  court  on  Sunday, 
could  take  “a  few  weeks  and  maybe 
a lot  longer”  to  carry  out.  In  some 
cases,  he  said,  the  customers'  cheques 
have  “gone  through  a lot  of  hands,” 
requiring  the  trustees  to  follow  a 
complex  paper  trail. 

The  consumer  settlement,  Ernst 
said,  will  have  no  bearing  on  legal 
actions  by  Matam  creditors.

Islanders  seek 
Israeli  water 
treatment  unit

The  tiny  Caribbean  island  of  St. 
Martin,  with  a population  of  just 
25,000.  hosts  each  year  around  one 
million  tourists.  While  this  is  good 
news  for  the  local  economy  which  is 
almost  entirely  dependem  on  tour- 
ism. such  a mass  influx  of  people 
does  cause  problems. 

A lack  of  fresh  water  is  one  of 
them.  The  island's  annual  rainfall  of 
43  inches  is  not  sufficient  to  cater  for 
the  number  of  guests  filling  up  the 
hotel  rooms.  As  a result,  the  Island 
Legislature's  Democratic  Party 
leader  Dr.  Senator  A.C.  Wathey  is 
currently  in  Israel  to  discuss  a pro- 
posed contract  with  Israel  Desalina- 
tion Engineering  Ltd. (IDE)  to  con- 
struct a new  water  plant  in  St. 
Martin  to  produce  3.000  tons  of  wa- 
ter a day. 

For  IDE,  this  is  an  important  pro- 
ject, and  not  just  because  of  the  $6 
million  it  stands  to  gain  if  the  con- 
tract is  signed.  Thomas  Lbewy, 
IDE’s  president  said  yesterday  that 
“we  want  to  maintain  our  market 
superiority  in  the  Caribbean.  For  us 
this  is  a prestige  project  which  we 
want  to  be  our  showcase.”  At  pre- 
sent IDE's  six  plants  in  the  Nether- 
lands Antilles  group  of  islands  in  the 
Caribbean,  to  which  St.  Martin  be- 
longs. produce  around  50  per  cent  of 
the  area’s  fresh  water.

Dagon  wants  longer  Haifa  concession

Jerusalem  Post  Reporter 
HAIFA.-The  Dagon  silo  company 
has  started  negotiations  with  the 
government  to  extend  its  49-year 
concession  for  its  Haifa  port  silo, 
due  to  expire  in  2003,  for  at  least 
another  13  years  to  the  year  2016, 
The  Jerusalem  Post  has  learned. 

This  would  align,  the  Haifa  con- 
cession with  that  of  Dagon's  new 
Ashdod  port  silo,  granted  for  35 
years  in  1981. 

Under  the  concession  agree- 
ments, both  silos  tire  to  become  gov- 
ernment properties  when  the  con- 
cessions expire. 

Dr.  Reuben  Hecht.  chairman  of 
Dagon,  told  The  Post  it  would  be 
“incongruous  and  highly  ineffi- 
cient” for  the  Haifa  silo  to  revert  to 
the  government  13  years  before  the 
Ashdod  concession  expires,  as  both 
silos  are  run  by  a single  administra- 
tion and  technical  department  in 
Haifa. 

In  effect.  Dagon  had  won  the 
tender  for  the  Ashdod  silo  precisely 
because  it  was  able  to  put  in  a very 
low  bid  and  only  negligibale  addi- 
tional overhead  costs  were  involved 
in  running  two  silos  by  a single 
management.

Michael  Shaham.  a lawyer  for 
Kibbutz  Hagoshrim's  Mepro  com- 
pany, which  makes  Soft  N Easy, 
said  the  court  action  was  triggered

That  raid,  he 
said,  netted  pirated  products  valued 
at  more  than  $100,000  and  “tons”  of 
documents  outlining  plans  to  mar- 
ket the  copies  and  thwart  efforts  by 
the  kibbutz  to  safeguard  its  patents.

He  has  testified  in  court  doz- 
ens of  times,  but  be  has  never  been 
attacked  on  the  basis  of  his 
expertise." 

Levin:  “We  won’t  force  him,  but 
he  must  expect  to  be  cross-exam- 
ined. I’ll  give  you  another  recess. 
Either  you  decide  to  continue^  or 
you  withdraw  youf  witness  - there  is 
no  third  option.  Mr.  Sheftel.  you  as* 
an  Israeli  lawyer-know  what  is  per- 
missible here.

The  Bird  Foundation  yesterday 
celebrated  its  10th  annivereary  by 
funding  eight  new  industrial  pro- 
jects at  a combined  cost  of  $3.8 
million. 

The  Israel-U.S.  Binational  Indus- 
trial Research  and  Development 
Foundation  was  established  by  the 
two  countries'  governments  to  pro- 
mote joint  industrial  ventures.  The 
foundation’s  funds  derive  from  the 
interest  on  an  endowment  of  $1 10m. 
provided  by  both  governments. 

The  aim  of  the  fund  is  to  link 
Israeli  R&D  companies  with  U.S. 
companies  who  have  a better  under- 


standing of  the  U.S.  market  and  the 
marketing  process  in  general. 

Yoram  Belizovsky.  director-gen- 
eral of  the  Industry  and  Trade  Min- 
istry, yesterday  stressed  the  founda- 
tion's importance  for  Israeli 
industry.  He  pointed  out  that  Bird 
provides  an  annual  $10m.  to  $12m, 
for  Israeli  R&D  which  is  h signifi- 
cant sum.  he  said,  when  one  remem- 
bers that  the  ministry's  industrial  re- 
search administration's  budget  from 
the  government  is  $80m. 

Belizovsky  added  that,  more  im- 
portantly. the  connection  between 
Israeli  and  U.S.  firms  established 
through  the  foundation  acts  as  a cat- 
alyst to  encourage  U.S.  firms  to 
build  factories  here.

THE  issue  facing  Israel's  economic  policy  makers  is  not  wheth- 
er to  devaluate  the  shekel,  but  when. 

Routinely,  devaluations  are  never  imposed  in  time.  Govern- 
ments in  Israel,  and  elsewhere,  are  reluctant  to  make  drastic 
economic  decisions.  They  prefer  to  have  external  develop- 
ments force  their  hand. 

It  is  worth  remembering  that  the  economic  stabilization 
programme  launched  some  28  months  ago  was  designed  to 
ultimately  enable  the  government  to  make  desired  and  needed 
structural  changes  in  the  economy.  In  the  meantime  however, 
stability  seems  to  have  become  an  end  in  itself,  rather  than 
simply  a lever  to  make  possible  economic  growth. 

Originally  the  government  gave  assurances  that  once  its 
deficit,  as  compared  to  the  GNP,  was  eliminated,  we  would 
then  be  in  a position  to  reduce  its  intervention  in  the  financial 
markets,  leading  to  lower  interest  rates.  It  succeeded  with  the 
deficit  but  did  not  reduce  the  total  budget  outlay.  Instead,  it 
finances  its  activity  by  encouraging  a high  standard  of  living 
that  involves  import  of  expensive,  and  thus  highly-taxed  reve- 
nue producing  imported  goods.  And  the  high  interest  rates 
remain. 

This  strange  dual  policy  reflects  the  satisfaction,  both  at  the 
Treasury  and  the  Bank  of  Israel,  with  the  sole  achievement  of 
keeping  the  annual  inflation  rate  at  a “low”  20  per  cent.  They 
are  still  seized  by  the  trauma  of  the  massive  inflow  of  foreign 
currency  authored  by  Simha  Ehrlich  and  Amon  Gafni  in  1978- 
79  and  the  huge  outflow  triggered  during  the  Aridor-Mandel- 
baum  period  in  1983,  both  of  which  severely  damaged  the 
economy. 

The  present  governor  of  the  Bank  of  Israel,  Michael  Bruno, 
and  Finance  Minister  Moshe  Nissim  want  to  prevent  a replay 
of  either  type.  Thus  to  avoid  massive  inflows  they  levy  charges 
on  imported  capital  and  to  prevent  a flight  of  capital  they  keep 
interest  rates  high. 

As  a result,  we  have  more  foreign  exchange  reserves  than 
ever  before,  our  moderate  inflation  rate,  and  high  government 
revenues.  Those  revenues  are  gained  from  a highly-taxed 
business  sector  and  the  relatively  cheap  foreign  exchange. 

But  all  these  elements  that  constitute  our  stability  continue 
to  sustain  a structurally  distorted  economy  - with  a huge  trade 
gap  - and  at  a time  when  exports  are  becoming  more  difficult 
because  of  the  declining  dollar  and  imports  are  easier. 

For  a time  it  was  possible  to  entertain  the  illusion  that  the 
U-S.  would  continually  help  us  make  up  our  balance  of  pay- 
ments deficits.  But  it  should  now  be  clear  even  to  those  who 
had  such  dreams  that  the  Americans,  worried  about  their  own 
economic  problems,  are  not  going  to  be  available  forever  to 
bail  us  out. 

Unlike  some  European  countries  whose  currencies  are 
pegged  to  the  German  mark,  Israel  is  not  bound  by  any  such 
international  obligations.  We  should,  therefore,  take  advan- 
tage of  this  freedom  in  fixing  our  foreign  exchange  rates.  This 
would  enable  us  to  protect  our  exports  to  the  U.S.,  damaged 
by  the  declining  dollar,  and  help  us  reduce  the  gap  in  our  trade 
balance. 

Devaluation  would  also  enable  the  government  to  lower 
interest  rates,  which  are  an  obstacle  to  growth. 

It  would  of  course  be  wise  to  supplement  devaluation  with 
an  encompassing  agreement  with  the  Histadrut  to  prevent 
public  sector  employees,  already  underpaid,  from  being 
harmed.  Without  such  understanding  devaluation  could  lead 
to  labour  disruptions  and  ultimately  resumed  high  inflation. 

In  any  case,  doing  nothing  now,  playing  the  waiting  game, 
will  only  make  matters  worse  and  necessitate  a deeper  devalu- 
ation at  a later  date.

Labour  and  representatives  of  the 
National  Association  of  Journalists, 
there  was  still  no  end  to  the  strike. 

Porat  proposed  that  a wage  agree- 
ment retroactive  from  April  1,  1987 
be  signed  with  the  striking  journal- 
ists. Their  salary  increase  in  the  first 
year  would  be  that  paid  in  the  public 
sector  - NIS  75.  In  the  two  following 
years,  they  would  receive  the  aver- 
age of  all  pay  rises  in  the  public 
sector  agreed  upon  by  the  Treasury 
and  the  Histadrut. 


In  addition,  savings,  through  effi- 
ciency measures,  would  be  passed 
on  to  all  IBA  employees  as  a 5 per 
cent  efficiency  increment. 

Dismissals  as  such  were  not  dis- 
cussed. Instead,  the  talk  revolved 
around  voluntary  retirement. 

Following  consultations  with  their 
colleagues,  the  journalists  rejected 
the  proposals,  but  made  it  clear  to 
the  IBA  management  that  they  are 
interested  in  continuing  the 
negotiations. 


The  atmosphere  at  the  meeting 
was  businesslike,  with  tacit  agree- 
ment on  both  sides  not  to  indulge  in 
recriminations  and  a public  pledge 
that  the  talks  would  continue. 

Earlier  in  the  day  Finance  Minis- 
ter Moshe  Nissim  reaffirmed  his  de- 
termination not  to  give  in  to  the 
strikers'  demands.  Wage  structures, 
be  declared,  are  major  factors  in 
maintaining  economic  stability. 

The  only  way  for  the  IBA  journal- 
ists to  receive  a pay  increment  he 
said,  was  for  them  to  agree  to  a 
substantial  reduction  of  their  own 
ranks.

At  the  Knesset  yesterday,  the  La- 
bour Alignment  halted  all  discus- 
sion in  committee  on  legislation  for 
the  Second  Channel  Authority 
(SCA),  warning  the  Likud  that  if  it 
did  not  implement  an  agreement 
reached  earlier  this  year  between 
the  parties  about  creating  an  en- 
larged management  committee  in 
the  IBA,  the  SCA  would  never  be 
permitted  to  get  off  the  ground.

cials  have  been  worried  about  the 
annual  military  aid  package  of  $1.8 
billion.  The  U-S.  undertook  to  pro- 
vide that  sum  for  another  two  years 
only,  and  it  was  not  dear  what 
would  happen  after  that. 

At  yesterday's  talks  with  Rabin  - 
and  in  earlier  meetings  with  Prime 
Minister  Shamir  and  Vice  Premier 
Peres  - Armitage  reiterated  that  the 
U.S.  stands  firm  behind  its  commit- 
ments for  off-shore  procurements 
and  directed  offsets.  One  of  his  as- 
signments was  to  assure  Israeli  lead- 
ers of  this  commitment,  he  said, 
“and  I have  done  that.” 

These  commitments  call  for  U.S. 
purchases  In  Israel  to  the  tune  of 
$150m.  a year  over  the  next  two 
years  and  for  paying  some  S300m.  to 
$400m.  for  goods  the  Israeli  defence 
establishment  will  produce  here  for 
the  IDF>  use. 

One  of  the  topics  discussed  was 
the  price  Israel  would  pay  for  the 
additional  F-16s  it  seeks  in  place  of 
the  Lavi  it  decided  not  to  build. 
Armitage  said  he  discussed  ways  to 
get  “the  best  possible  deal”  regard- 
ing F-16s.  Israel  wants  Washington 
to  negotiate  the  price  on  its  behalf 


and  get  the  manufacturers  to  knock 
it  down  to  what  the  U.S.  Air  Force 
pays  - but  it  was  not  clear  whether 
the  U.S.  administration  was  willing 
to  do  so. 

Defence  sources  told  77i<?  Jerusa- 
lem Post  that  Israel  has  not  formally 
requested  to  co-produce  the  F-I6, 
nor  made  any  formal  decision  about 
what  version  of  the  aircraft  it  re- 
quires and  in  what  numbere. 

These  sources  pointed  out  that 
Israel  was  only  in  the  very  early 
stages  of  examining  the  implications 
of  the  Lavi  cancellation,  and  assess- 
ing Israel's  future  military  needs. 
Until  final  closure  costs  are  estimat- 
ed, including  penalty  payments  that 
could  be  anywhere  between  $400 
million  and  $550  million,  and  the 
defence  establishment  knows  how 
much  money  it  has  available,  no 
firm  decisions  will  be  made  on  any 
major  weapons  systems. 

Included  in  this  category  is  the 
procurement  of  75  additional  F-16s. 
in  either  the  C or  Agile  Falcon  ver- 
sions, the  SAAR-V  missile  boat  and 
participation  on  a 20/80  basis  (with 
the  U.S.  putting  up  the  80  per  cent) 
on  the  development  of  an  anti-tacti- 
cal -ballistic-missile  system. 


How  the  Israeli  parties  underestimated 
the  Diaspora  fund-raisers 


Banking  on  illusions 


THE  ISRAELI  parties  involved  in 
the  current  scramble  for  power  in 
the  World  Zionist  Organization  and 
Jewish  Agency  have  shown  a re- 
markable capacity  for  self-delusion 
where  the  behaviour  of  their  part- 
ners. the  Diaspora  philanthropists, 
is  concerned. 

Someone  came  up  with  the  bril- 
liant idea  several  months  ago  in  the 
Labour  Party  that  they  could  pull  a 
fast  one  on  the  Diaspora  fund-rais- 
ers who  run  the  Agency  together 
with  the  WZO.  The  heads  of  La- 
bour were  well  aware  that  there  was 
widespread  opposition  among  the 
fund-raisers  to  the  candidacy  of  La- 
bour stalwart  Akiva  Lewinsky  for 
the  post  of  WZO/Agency  chairman. 

This  opposition  had  been  ex- 
pressed informally  for  many  months 
prior  to  Lewinsky's  election  as  La- 
bour's candidate  for  chairman  in 
July  by  the  party  central  committee. 
Lewinsky  has  served  as  WZO/ 
Agency  treasurer  since  1978. 

The  heads  of  the  Labour  Party 
conveniently  overlooked  the  fact 
that  tbeir  Diaspora  partners  have 
the  right  to  review  and  veto  candi- 
dates put  up  by  the  WZO  for  top 
Agency  posts.  This  right  to  hold  a 
process  of  “advise  and  consent”  on 
the  candidates  was  granted  by  the 
Israeli  political  establishment  as 
part  of  the  1971  agreement  to  reor- 
ganize the  Agency.  This  right  is  re- 
ciprocal, by  the  way.  and  gives  the 
WZO  the  right  to  veto  unacceptable 
Diaspora  candidates  for  the  post  of 
chairman  of  the  board  of  governors. 

The  clever  strategists  of  Labour 
thought  that  once  Lewinsky  had 
been  anointed  by  the  central  com- 
mittee, the  fund-raisers  would 
meekly  accept  him.  just  as  they  have 
swallowed  other  unsavoury  ploys  by 
their  Israeli  partners  over  the  years. 
This  was  Labour's  first  mistake,  and 
it  was  a big  one. 

The  Labour  leaders  who  foisted 
this  strategy  on  their  party  must  not 
have  been  aware  of  the  greater  so- 
phistication, militancy  and  activism 
in  Agency  affairs  that  has  emerged 
in  the  fund-raising  community  over 
the  past  several  years.  If  they  were 
aware,  they  must  have  chosen  to 
ding  to  the  illusion  that  they  were 
immune  to  it.  A demonstration  of 
the  fund-raisers'  new-found  militan- 
cy was  provided  in  February,  when 
they  gave  WZO/Agency  chairman 
Aiye  Dulzin  a thrashing  for  his  role 
in  the  Bank  Leum)  scandals,  and 
forced  him  to  promise  to  resign  after 
his  current  term. 

But  politidans  seem  to  have  very 
short  memories,  so  Labour  neglect- 
ed to  submit  Lewinsky's  name  to  a 
process  of  advise  and  consent  before 
his  nomination. 


Charles  Hoffman 


and  his  opposition  to  Lewinsky  w.as 
well  known.  Indeed,  he  managed  to 
prolong  his  term  by  several  months 
just  so  he  could  deliver  the  coup  de 
grace  to  Lewinsky, 

Apologists  desperate  to  salvage 
the-  Labour  strategy  said  that  once 
Hoffberger  was  gone,  the  way 
would  be  clear  for  a re-evaluation  of 
Lewinsky's  candidacy  by  the  fund- 
raisers. this  time  on  more  favoura- 
ble terms.  Hoffberger  was  seen  as 
the  main  source  of  opposition  to 
Lewinsky,  and  was  portrayed  as  a 
sort  of  Don  Corleone  of  the  fund- 
raising world  who  had  forced  his 
colleagues  to  go  along  with  him  - or 
else. 

Again.  Labour  chose  to  view  the 
fund-raising  leaders  as  a weak,  pas- 
sive lot  without  minds  of  their  own 
who  were  incapable  of  independent- 
ly arriving  at  and  sticking  to  a deci- 
sion. What  is  more.  Labour  was  un- 
aware that  the  fund-raisers  from  the 
larger  American  communities  had 
come  with  orders  from  their  col- 
leagues at  home  that  Lewinsky  must 
go.  So  in  this  sense,  they  represent- 
ed a broad  consensus  on  the  issue. 

The  new  chairman  of  the  board  of 
governors,  Mendel  Kaplan,  helped 
dear  the  air  when  he  told  Lewinsky 
himself  and  Labour  leader  Shimon 
Peres  in  no  uncertain  terms  that 
there  was  no  way  the  fund-raisers 
would  or  should  change  their  deri- 
sion. He  said  that  the  fund-raisers 
had  been  denied  their  right  to  advise 
and  consent  before  Lewinsky's 
nomination,  and  were  intent  on  ex- 
ercising it  now. 

Labour  had  misread  Kaplan  too 
in  the  days  following  the  vote 
against  Lewinsky,  and  were  reading 
into  his  public  remarks  all  sorts  of 
reasons  as  to  why  he  would  help 
them  get  out  of  this  mess  of  their 
own  making.  This  speculation  too 
turned  out  to  be  nonsense. 


THIS  STRATEGY  blew  up  in  La- 
bour’s face  last  week  when  the  fund- 
raisers formally  vetoed  Lewinsky’s 
candidacy.  But  Labour's  capacity 
for  self-delusion  again  went  into 
high  gear,  and  it  cast  about  for  all 
sorts  of  reasons  to  believe  that  it 
hadn't  really  happened. 

One  theory  that  Labour  tried  to 
peddle  to  the  press  was  that  Jerold 
Hoffberger,  who  presided  over  the 
meeti-.-.y  :hat  turned  thumbs  down 
on  Lewinsky,  was  the  villain.  Hoff- 
berger stepped  down  last  week  as 
chairman  of  the  board  of  governors. 


LABOUR  S CAPACITY  for  self- 
delusion  is  all  the  more  remarkable 
for  a party  that  has  appeared  to  be 
closer  to  the  fund-raisers  than  the 
Likud,  and  which  has  repeatedly  en- 
dorsed the  principle  of  partnership 
upon  which  the  Agency  is  based. 

It  is.  in  this  light,  then,  that  La- 
bour should  consider  the  likely  con- 
sequences of  a course  that  insists  on 
shoving  an  unpopular  Lewinsky 
down  the  throats  of  an  unwilling 
fund-raising  community.  If  Labour 
manages  to  get  its  coalitionaiy  act 
together  for  the  Zionist  Congress, 
then  it  will  have  the  votes  to  do  this, 
by  electing  Lewinsky  as  chairman  of 
the  WZO.  Labour  would  then  be 
forcing  a destructive  showdown  with 
the  fund-raisers  that  could  eventual- 
ly destroy  the  Agency. 

There  are  some  who  would  argue 
that  this  would  not  be  a bad  idea, 
but  apparently  this  is  not  Labour's 
intention. 

It  will  suffice  to  quote  no  less  an 
authority  than  Lewinsky  himself,  in 
order  to  point  out  some  of  the  de- 
structive consequences  of  electing 
him  as  chairman  under  the  present 
conditions. 

In  recent  months  Lewinsky  has  on 
several  occasions  expressed  the  con-

cem  — perhaps  nightmare  would  be 
closer  to  the  truth  - (hat  if  the 
American  fund-raisers  become  in- 
creasingly alienated  from  the  Agen- 
cy. they  will  take  their  money  out  of 
the  Agency  and  put  it  into  an  orga- 
nization like  the  Joint  Distribution 
Committee. 

In  this  case  they  would  still  be 
spending  a good  portion  of  their 
philanthropic  dollars  in  Israel,  but 
they  would  be  doing  it  through  an 
organization  like  the  JDC,  which  is 
controlled  entirely  by  its  American 
board  of  directors.  Then  the  fund- 
raisers wouldn't  have  to  worry  about 
advise  and  consent  and  all  tbe  other 
headaches  that  they  have  suffered 
over  the  years  in  their  partnership 
with  the  WZO. 

The  JDC  already  gets  a small  slice 
of  what  American  Jews  raise  for  Is- 
rael. and  there  is  no  reason  why  it 
could  not  get  a much  larger  share. 
This  could  happen  within  a few 
years,  and  the  vast  majority  of  the 
donors  would  not  even  know  the 
difference.  They  would  still  be  giv- 
ing their  money  “to  Israel.” 

A Labour  attempt  to  fight  to  the 
bitter  end  over  Lewinsky's  candida- 
cy will  certainly  wreck  tbe  states- 
man-like image  that  his  supporters 
have  been  carefully  trying  to  culti- 
vate over  the  past  several  months. 

In  September.  Lewinsky  sent  a 
letter  to  all  members  of  the  Agency 
Assembly  outlining  changes?  he 
wants  to  make.  It  was  hard  enough 
then  to  believe  his  newly  found  rhet- 
oric of  reform.  It  will  be  even  harder 
to  do  so  if  he  persists  in  trying  to 
override  advise  and  consent,  one  of 
the  central  prerogatives  of  the  fund- 
raisers in  the  Agency.  In  this  case, 
even  if  he  wins,  he  loses. 

And  what  about  Labour  leader 
Shimon  Peres?  Recently  he  raised  a 
storm  of  controversy  when  he  invit- 
ed American  Jews  to  take  part  in  the 
debate  on  the  peace  process  in  the 
Middle  East.  Does  he  think  that 
American  Jews  have  less  of  a right 
to  have  a say  in  who  heads  the 
Agency,  which  is  supported  mainly 
through  their  donations? 


Dry  Bones 
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Where  Israel-Diaspora  relations  are 
concerned,  this  designation  seems 
to  be  similarly  appropriate.  Most  of 
the  Takam  leaders  apparently  think 
of  Diaspora  donors  as  simple  Jews 
putting  their  nickels  and  dimes  in 
b lue-and- white  JNF  boxes,  who  will 
meekly  fall  into  line  if  the  Labour 
factions  would  only  put  up  a united 
front  in  support  of  their  comrade. 

But  this  too  is  simply  another  illu- 
sion. It  is  not  dear,  though,  if  any- 
one in  the  party  wants  to  risk  his 
political  neck  by  trying  to  convince 
the  powerful  Takam  that  it  is  too 
late  for  illusions  to  save  Lewinsky. 


DOES  LABOUR  want  to  win  the 
battle  over  Lewinsky  but  lose  the 
war  over  the  Agency?  Does  it  want 
to  cling  to  the  illusion  that  the 
Americans  will  love  the  Agency 
even  more  than  they  do  today,  with 
a man  at  the  helm  that  they  have 
openly,  formally  and  resoundingly 
rejected? 

It  is  not  dear  at  this  point,  howev- 
er. if  Lewinsky  still  has  anything  to 
say  about  his  candidacy  within  die 
party.  Various  leaders  and  power 
blocs  have  lined  up  behind  him  - 
but  maybe  only  the  better  to  put  a 
knife  in  his  back. 

Whatever  the  case,  his  most  vocif- 
erous backers  come  from  the  United 
Kibbutz  Movement  (Takam),  which 
is  fitting  in  Lewinsky’s  case,  since  he 
is  a veteran  kibbutznik.  In  these  fi- 
nandally  troubled  times  for  rural 
settlement,  the  Takam  would  obvi- 
ously prefer  to  have  one  of  their 
own  dose  to  the  Agency  till. 

In  another  context,  the  Takam 
has  been  described  as  the  “reaction- 
ary agrarian”  segment  of  the  party. 


TO  BE  even-handed,  let  us  take  a 
look  at  some  of  the  Likud  folly  to 
come  to  light  in  the  recent  bouts  of 
Agency  infighting. 

About  10  days  ago.  Labour 
caught  tbe  Likud  with  its  political 
pants  down  by  signing  a coalition 
agreement  for  tbe  Zionist  Congress 
with  Maparru  the  Confederation  of 
United  Zionists  (Hadassah)  and  the 
Reform  and  Conservative  Zionist 
organizations.  One  of  the  aims  of 
this  pact  was  to  keep  the  Likud  from 
getting  the  post  of  WZO/Agency 
treasurer,  the  second  most  powerful 
position  m the  hierarchy. 

The  Likud,  which  was  caught  off 
guard  without  a candidate  of  its  own 
for  chairman,  had  to  find  one  m a 
hurry  and  come  up  with  a strategy  to 
counter  the  Labour  ploy.  After 
some  fumbling  around,  the  Likud 
settled  on  Science  Minister  Gideon 
Patt. 

The  senior  Herut  figure  in  the 
WZO/Agency,  Matityahu  Drobles. 
stepped  forward  as  the  Likud  strate- 
gist for  the  Congress,  even,  though 
he  doesn't  know  English  arid  under- 
stands even  less  about  the  mentality 
of  the  American  Zionists  whom  the 
Likud  were  hurrying  to  court. 

Drobles  focused  his  illusions  on 


ment  minister,  and  Lewinsky,  Who 
is  tired  and  lacks  charisma,-,  .whom 
would  you  prefer?” 

This  mate  chauvinist  platform 
outraged  Hadassah  leaders.  Former 
Hadassah  president  Bernice  Tan- 
nenbaum  said  that  Drobles’s  remark 
was  "sexist  and  in  very  poor  taste.
